Haig leaves for U.K. 
with new proposals 


BUENOS AIRES. April 1 1 (Agencies) — 
U.S. Secretary of State Alexander Haig left 
for London Sunday to continue mediation 
between Argentina and Britain in the Falk- 
land Islands crisis. 

Aides said he had “some specific ideas for 
discussion" with the British government after 
talks with Argentine leaders. These were not 
spelled out but diplomatic sources said they 
included a Peruvian proposal for an interna- 
tional peace keeping force to be put on the 
South Atlantic islands. 

The British-ruled islands were occupied by 
Argentinan forces on April 2 and Britain has 
threatened to sink any Argentine warships 
found within 200 miles of them from Mon- 
day. 

Haig, who is to arrive in London early 
Monday will have very little, if any, time to 
present Argentine proposals. Barring an 
unexpected last-minute postponement, the 
British plan to enforce a blockade around the 
disputed islands win take effect at 0400 GMT 
Monday, Haig is expected in London after 
that deadline. 

Thus, analysts noted, if the British 
government carries out its warning to fire on 
any Argentine. ship or aircraft within a 200- 
mile radius of the Falklands, new Argentine 
proposals — which Foreign Minister Nicanor 
Costa Mendez said early Sunday “could serve 
as a basis for a settlement" — could be comp- 
letely ignored. The proposal's contents have 
not been divulged. 

Even if. the Argentines do not try to brave 
the blockade as they have already cleared the 
war zone, the plan itself may well not help in 
the crisis, analysts said, since the Argentine 
Information Ministry said that Haig’s TO 
hours of talks here had been unsuccessful. . 
Despite the lack of time. Prime Minister 
Margaret Thatcher planned to shorten a 
weekend at Chequers, the government’s 
country residence west of London. Other 
officials were already in London preparing 
Haig's arrival. ■

within a few days. Britain has insisted that 
Argentina withdraw from the Falklands 
before diplomatic negotiations can take 
place. 

Public opinion in Britain, however, 
appears split on support for the government's 
hard-line approach. Analysts said it was clear 
that the population favors a diplomatic solu- 
tion, and that the government enjoys only 
limited support from opposition parties, 
which have criticized the potential of aimed 
conflict to recapture the decupled territory. 

Press reports expressed doubts that the 
Falkland islanders themselves want to be the 
target of military action.; Many island resi- 
dents said on the weekend that they would 
accept Argentine sovereignty on condition 
that troops are withdrawn. Edmund Carlisle, 
a Falklands resident and brother of former 
Conservative Minister Mark Carlisle, said the 
Falklands believe Argentina would invest 
more money in the archipelago in five years 
than Britain did in 1 years.

Argentina’s ships slip away 


LONDON, April 1 1 (Agencies) — Less 
than 24 hours before Britain's naval blockade 
around the Falkland Islands goes into effect, 
the defense ministry said Sunday nearly all 
Argentine warships were outside the dec- 
lared war zone. 

A ministry spokesman said only two 
Argentine warships were still at sea and the 
rest were in mainland ports. The spokesman 
declined to say whether either of the two 
Argentine ships — one frigate and one des- 
troyer — were within the 200-mile “maritime 
exclusion zone” that Britain declared around 
the disputed islands four days ago. 

The defense spokesman said Britain's 
warning that it would fire on any Argentine 
warships within the zone still stood. The 
blockade will take effect from 0400 GMT 
Monday. The spokesman, reporting on the 
deployment of Argentina’s navalforce, told a 
press briefing: "We note that their aircraft 
carrier, their only cruiser, seven of their eight 
destroyers, two of their three frigates and all 
of their submarines are back in mainland 


Asked if the remaining destroyer and fri- 
gate were inside the Falklands war zone, the 
spokesman replied: “We are not going to say 
where they are." The defense ministry also 
announced it had requisitioned a second pas- 
senger cruise liner, the P and O's 16,907-ton 
Ugiwda, as a hospital ship to back up the 
British naval task force now steaming toward 
the Falklands. 

The ministry six days ago requisitioned the 
P. and O’s luxury liner Canberra as a troop 
ship and the 45,000-ton vessel sailed from 
Southampton Friday night with 2,000 men 
aboard. The defense spokesman said a Soviet 
intelligence-gathering ship had started 
shadowing TheCanberro as it headed south. 
“We expect this kind of surveillance," he 
added.

Wazzan, Arafat hold talk 


BEIRUT, April 1 1 (Agencies) — 
Lebanese Premier Shafik Wazzan has 
met with Palestine Liberation Organization 
Chairman Yasser Arafat amid reports of an 
imminent Israeli attack on positions in 
South Lebanon, Radio Beirut reported late 
Saturday night. 

Discussion centered on coordination of 
efforts to repel such an attack and to enlist 
the aid of world and Arab leaders. Arafat, . 
who earlier in the day had made an inspec- 
tion tour of Palestinian positions, said after 
the talks that four Israeli divisions were 
“gathered along the southern Lebanese 
front." 

Meanwhile, Arab League Secretary- 
General Chadii Kiibi sent messages to 
United Nations Secretary General Javier de 
Cuellar and the beads of state and govern- 
ment of Security Council member nations, 
alerting them to “a new Israeli aggression 
that seems on the point of being launched 
against Lebanon." 

At the United Nations, the Lebanese 
delegate to the U.N. Saturday drew the 
Security Council’s attention to what he cal- 
led the “massive Israeli troop concentration 
on the Lebanese border”. "The massing of 
troops.. -has been preceded and is now 
accompanied by Israeli threats against the 
territorial integrity of Lebanon,” Ghassan 
Tueni said in an official note to Security 
Council President Manda Wakamanda of 
Zaire. 

Tueni said the troop build-up was a viola- 
tion of the U.N. Charter, of an armistice 
agreement of 1 949 and of Security Council 
Resolution 425. The note said the Lebanese 
government "reserves the right to call an 
urgent meeting of the Security Council if 
this situation continues or deteriorates". 

The Israeli cabinet met for seven hours 
Sunday amid heated speculation that it will 
launch military action against Palestinian 
positions in Lebanon. A cabinet spokesman 
said the entire session was conducted as “a 
ministerial security committee", whose dis- 
cussions are barred by law from being pub- 
lished. He gave no other details but state 
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Shafik Wazzan 

radio reported that South Lebanon and 
relations with Egypt were believed to have 
topped the agenda. 

Reporters touring north Israel said the 
area was calm. But the crisis atmosphere 
was reflected in newspaper photographs 
showing Jewish settlers near Lebanon 
cleaning up air-raid shelters. The Israeli 
media, forbidden to give details of any 
troop deployments, carried foreign reports 
of an armed build-up and U.S. President 
Ronald Reagan's appeal to all sides Satur- 
day for restraint. 

The cabinet meeting was one of the 
longest for many months. State radio said 
two unnamed ministers had disagreed with 
hardline Defense Minister Ariel Sharon's 
suggested policy on the north. 

Three former chiefs of staff, Haim Bar- 
Lev, Mordechai Gur and Yitzhak Rabin . 
have all come out against a large-scale 
Israeli operation against PLO positions. All 
three belong to the opposition Labor Party 
and their intervention has led to allegations 
by Prime Minister Menahem Begin' s aides 
that they are whipping up war hysteria. 

Begin's press spokesman. Uri Porat. cal- 
led them irresponsible and said they are 
“making statements without knowing the. 
true facts." j

Brezhnev , Reagan 
could meetin U.S. 

MOSCOW. April 1 1 (AFP) — A visit by 
Soviet President Leonid Brezhnev to the 
United States, including a meeting there with 
U.S. President Ronald Reagan, “cannot be 
ruled out." but no definitive decision has 
been taken, a ranking Soviet official has said 
privately. 

The official made the comment to a group 
of American visitors here in reaction to last 
Monday's suggestion of such a meeting by 
Reagan. 

The visitors were members of the Ameri- 
can Institute of Policy Studies, a private 
organization opposing Reagan's nuclear pol- 
icy, he on invitation from the Soviet Insti- 
tute for Relations with the United States and 
Canada, headed by Georghi Arbatov. 

Corpse trips burglar 

PARIS. April 1 1 (AFP) — A Paris burglar 
Sunday phoned the police in a frenzy after 
discovering a body in the flat he had just 
finished rifting. 

In an anonymous telephone call to police 
headquarters, the burglar cut short all ques- 
tions on his involvement in the murder by 
saying: “Me, T m only a burglar.” 

When police arrived at the address given 
by the unknown thief, they discovered that 
the Paris flat had been thoroughly searched 
and found the three -week -old dead body of a 
man hidden in a dose: under the stairs.

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Arabs, Jews clash 

after Aqsa firing 


TEL AVTV, April 1 1 (Agencies) — 
Clashes erupted Sunday between Arabs and 
Jews in the Arab sector of Jerusalem, after 
police overpowered an Israeli soldier who 
had opened fire on worshippers around the 
AI Aqsa Mosque, leading to incidents that, 
according to Palestine nevvs agency WAFA, 
left five dead and 50 wounded. 

The attack on the mosque, the third holiest 
place in the Islamic world, also sparked 
clashes in the occupied West Bank towns of 
El BLreh and Ramallah. There were no 
immediate reports of injuries. 

WAFA said the clashes had broken out 
between Israeli settlers and Palestine Arabs. 
It added there had been sounds of automatic 
weapons fire and exploding hand grenades. 

The Palestinian agency in Beirut said shots 
were still being heard 10 minutes after the 
gates into old Jerusalem were closed. It 
added that mosques in the old town also 
started urging people to "save” the Al Aqsa 
Mosque, and thousands of demonstrators 
rushed toward it. But Israeli troops were pre- 
venting anybody entering or leaving the old 
city, according to the agency. 

Israeli radio stations and hospital sources 
in occupied Jerusalem put the casualty figure 
at two dead and said the number of injured 
could exceed 60. 

Palestine Liberation Organization Chair- 
man Yasser Arafat charged Sunday the 
Israeli gunman who sprayed bullets on Mus- 
lims was acting on orders from the Israeli 
government and described the incident as 
“an ugly crime and anti-religious plot.” 
Arafat said the man. identified by Israeli 
police as Elliot Gutman, was one of Begin's 
followers. 

“This ugly crime comes on this day to 
become a double crime.” Arafat told a 
packed auditorium at the Arab University in 
West Beirut in a rally marking the 17th 
anniversary of the Popular Front for the Lib- 


eration of Palestine — General Command. 

He said angry stone-throwing Palestinians 
in Jerusalem and the West Bank had taken to 
the streets. “1 tell Begin and his military gang 
... in our area that our people do not fear you 
or your planes. Our people in the occupied 
lands and outside are fighting you with stones 
and molotov cocktails," he added. 

Speaking 10 minutes after Israeli jets 
broke the sound barrier over the Lebanese 
capital, Arafat vowed the PLO would “fight 
until the last bullet, the last cannon and five 
last fighter” in case of an Israeli attack on 
Palestinian bases in southern Lebanon. 

The Supreme Islamic Council of Jerusalem 
called on Palestinian residents of thelsraeli- 
occupied territories to stage a week-long 
general strike to protest the deaths and 
injuries caused by the Israeli soldier. Sheikh 
Saad El-Din El-Alanieh. head of the council, 
told reporters the Arab community had 
received threatening letters and warned 
authorities an incident was likely. “Any 
attempt to interfere with Muslim rights of 
worship will be met with resistance and rejec- 
tion.” he said. 

Witnesses said the incident at Al Aqsa 
Mosque started when the Israeli soldier ran 
and fired indiscriminately at the raainly- 
Muslim crowd. He entered the Omar Mos- 
que. a blue and green tiled, gold-domed place 
of Muslim worship since the 16th century, 
and for about half an hour fired occasional 
rounds, they reported. 

When border police arrived to evict the 
gunman, they first had to pacify a crowd of 
enraged Arabs. One witness said it appeared 
the crowd was being incited by calls broadcast 
over loudspeakers on the minarets of the two 
Temple Mount mosques. " It was utter pan- 
demonium ” one said. 

Police fired shots to disperse the crowd and 
then a big force led by police commander 
Yehmfina Caspi stormed the mosque. 


Britons win transglobe race 


LONDON; April II (AFP) — Britons Sir 
Randolf Fiennes and Dr. Charles Burton cel- 
ebrated their victor at the Nort 5 ’ Pr,!e early 
Sunday afteT arriving by snowmobile to bec- 
ome the first explorers to cross both poles in a 
trans-world expedition. 

They were also the first explorers to use a 
machine — the snowmobile — to cross the 
829 kms wide Arctic Ocean. Their success, at 
0215 GMT, was announced here by a spoke- 
sman for the expedition, called Transglobe. 

Sir Randolf and Dr. Burton were delayed 
for ten hours when their snowmobile ran out 
of gasoline but they finally made it Sunday 
440 kms ahead of a Norwegian team, their 
nearest rivals. French and Soviet teams were 
also in the polar race. 

The two Britons, four days ahead of their 
schedule, ran up the Union Jack and started 


celebrations. They also cabled Prince Char- 
les, heir to the British throne, who is sponsor- 
ing the expedition. They took a brief few 
steps, in a temperature of minus 32 Centigr- 
ade. the spokesman said. 

Setbacks occurred in the last phase of the 
polar trek, as a snowmobile was lost in the 
Arctic Ocean 500 kms from the pole after the 
ice broke. Its rider just had time to jump off 
but some vital equipment was lost. The acci- 
dent happened only two weeks after a fire 
swept through a base camp. 

The two incidents nearly forced the team to 
give up but they decided to continue after an 
aircraft parachuted in another snowmobile 
and more equipment. The two Britons, who 
left here in September 1979, expect to be 
back in London about the beginning of July 
having traveled 83,000 kms7

RIYADH, April 11 (SPA) — Projects 
totaling SR214.6 million for the construc- 
tion of S6 dams in Baha and Asir were 
commissioned to national firms Sunday by 
Dr. Abdul Rahman ibn Abdullah Al- 
Sheikh, minister of agriculture and water. 

Of these new dams, 18 will be set up in 
Baha within 20 months. The other 36 will 
be built in Asir within 15 months. Dr. 
Abdul Rahman recently approved the 
construction of two dams at AI- 
Nabhaniah and Yanbu at the cost of SR87 
million. 

Royal instructions had been issued to 
the ministry providing for the establish- 
ment of 100 dams across the country. The 
move is pan of a general drive to expand 
the arable land in the Kingdom by improv- 
ing the level of subterranean water, thus 
achieving the ultimate objective of self- 
sufficiency in agricultural products. The 
dams, by storing storm water during the 
rainy season, contribute in feeding the soil 
.layers with water.

The contract to build houses in Madinah 
was bagged by Turkey's Kutlutas and Enka 
Holdings. The Kutlutas-Enka tie-up is being 
backed by a $97 million loan from a consor- 
tium of Western banks. This is claimed to be 
the largest credit awarded to a Turkish pri- 
vate firm by Western banks in recent times. 

The two companies said the project would 
need 2,400 Turkish personnel, including 
engineers, technicians and workers.

cities have received hundreds of complaints 
in this behalf, and added that checks without 
balance, as well as postdated checks, involved 
more than SR400 million in Riyadh, nearly 
SRI 00 million in Jeddah and over SR 140 
million in Dammam. A total of 197 cases 
were received in Riyadh, 149 in Jeddah and 
183 in Dammam, he said. 

Zamil made it dear that penal sanctions 
are being awarded to those issuing such 
checks. The sanctions include imprisonment 
upto six months in addition to fines, he said. 
Zamil emphasized that aliens should not be 
authorized to issue or sign checks on the 
account of Saudi nationals, who later become 
responsible before the official circles. He said 
that some unconscientious foreigners exploit 
the authority given them by the * citizens and 
issue checks and then run away. 

Zamil said the Commerce Ministry win 
now make it binding on any establishment 
owner, authorizing a foreigner or sheltering 
him, to pay an the commitments the foreigner 
has made on his behalf. He added that the 
committees concerend have solved SO per- 
cent of the cases referred to them, and legal 
actions have been taken in nearly 20 cases. 

He stressed that a check becomes due for 
payment as soon as it is made, and reminded 
those parties working on the basis of deferred 
payment that there are other alternatives, 
which are protected by a regulation, such as a 
bill of exchange and draft. They axe the ins- 


truments of discharge and trust while the 
check is only an instrument of discharge, he 
added. 

Zamil said the commerce ministry thanks 
the govemorates in Riyadh, Jeddah anjl 
Dammam for their full and unlimited coop- 
eration with it, for the sake of eliminating the 
phenomenon of commercial fraud and har- 
boring the expatriates. 

Chinese to study grass 
growing in the desert 

TAIPEI, April 11 (CNA) — A five- 
member group of horticulture and agricul- 
ture experts of the Republic of China wfll 
leave shortly for Saudi Arabia to study the 
feasibility of growing grass in the desert as a 
means to prevent further wind erosion of its 
land. 

According to Prof. Lu Tsu-lin of the Hor- 
ticulture Department of the National Taiwan 
University, the leader of the group, if a means 
could be developed to grow grass in the 
Kingdom, the earth will be able to retain a 
greater amount of rain water. Whether or not 
it is put into action will depend on whether 
the Saudi government is willing to invest on 
such a project, Lu said. " 

The five-member group is expected to stay 
in Saudi Arabia for six weeks before return- 
ing home to continue their research on the 
project.

Iran foils bid to kill Khomeini 


BEIRUT. April 11 (AP) — A plot to kill 
Ayatollah Khomeini has been foiled in 
Tehran and former Foreign Minister Sadeq 
Qotbzadeh has been arrested. Tehran radio 
reported Saturday. 

The radio said Qotbzadeh and “several 
others" who were planning to assassinate 
Khomeini and all members of Iran's Supreme 
Defense Council are now under arrest. It did 
not say when the arrests were made. 

“The plot was organized by nationalists 
and power-hungry elements with no aim 
other then to gain power ” the radio said. It 
was quoting a statement issued by the speical 
military revolutionary court headed by 
Hojatoleslam Muhammadi Reyshahri, a 
hardline militant clergyman. 

The statement said security forces had 
been following Qotbzadeh for some time and 
had made tape recordings of his coversa lions. 
“By doing this, they wanted to open the way 


for their Western masters including the 
United States," the statement went on to say, 
accoridng to the radio broadcast* monitored 
here. 

• Tehran radio, quoting the revolutionary 
court's statement, said “After getting rid of 
the Imam (Khomeini) and the Defense 
Council they wanted to carry out a bloody 
purge in the revolutionary organizations such 
as the revolutionary guards." The statement 
said others involved in the plot have yet to be 
arrested and a search for them is underway. 
But it did not disclose the details of the assas- 
sination plan. 

Qotbzadeh, once one of Khomeini's clos- 
est aides, returned on the “flight of the 
revolution” Air France jet that brought 
Khomeini back to Iran after 1 6 years in exile, 
in February 1979. He was named by Kho- 
meini as member of the powerful revolutio- 


Sudan to boycott talks on Sahara 


KHARTOUM, April II (R) — Sudan said 
Sunday it will not attend a meeting of African 
leaders in Lagos later this month to discuss 
the disputed Western Sahara and the civil war 
in Chad. 

Sudanese Foreign Minister Muhammad 
Mirghani Mubarak said Sudan wanted an 
extraordinary summit of the organization of 
African Unity (OAU to discuss the Sahara 
question. He said such a summit would help 
“averrany split in the organization (OAU).” 
Morocco has called for a summit to discuss 
the admission to the OAU in February of the 
Saharan Arab Democratic Republic 
(SADR), which represents the Algerian- 
backed Polisario Front. Morocco and the 


Poiisario are fighting for control of the West- 
ern Sahara. 

Mubarak also said Sudan would welcome a 
meeting of the OAU special committees on 
the Western Sahara and Chad as an alterna- 
tive for the proposed Lagos meeting. The 
meeting set for April 22-24 would be 
attended by the leaders of Nigeria and 
Guinea and members of a bureau elected at 
the last OAU summit to deal with the prob- 
lem of the Sahara. 

The bureau comprises Kenya, Gambia, 
Lesotho, Congo. Libya, Angola, Uganda, 
Tanzania and Upper Volta. Sudan has 
opposed the invitation of bureau members 
arguing its mandate ended last June. 


.Ecevit to face military court today 


ANKARA. April 1 1 (R) — Former Turk- 
ish Prime Minister Bulent Ecevit, who was 
taken from his home Saturday and spent the 
night in detention, will face a military court 
Monday over his contacts with the foreign 
press, martial law officials said Sunday. 

The said the court would decide whether to 
charge Ecevit. 56. with violating Turkey's 
penal code by giving false information to 
foreigners which could endanger national 
security. Conviction means a minimum five 
years' “rigorous" imprisonment, according 


to the code which mentions no maximum 
penalty. 

Ecevit has already spent two months in jail 
for speaking to the foreign press and is due to 
stand trial April 29 on a separate charge of 
writing an article in rhe West German 
magazine Der Spiegel last month. The deten- 
tion Saturday which martial (aw officials say 
is for giving a statement to a Norwegian 
newspaper, appeared to reflect a tougher line 
by Turkey’s military rulers against former 
politicians.

Meanwhile, in another crackdown on 
opposition forces, Khomeini's security forces 
lulled seven urban guerrillas as Khomeini cal- 
led his opponents “childish.” the official Ira- 
nian mass media reported Saturday. 

The official news agency JRNA, formerly 
called Pars, said three members of the 
Mujahedeen KhaJq guerrilla group were kil- 
led in clashes with the revolutionary guards 
which also left one guard dead. It said 11 
other Mujahedeen were arrested. It did not 
say when the clashes occurred. Tehran radio 
said four Mujahedeen were killed in clashes 
with the guards in Tehran within the last few 
days, and one other guerrilla arrested. 

The Mujahedeen are the most powerful 
opposition force to K home inf s regime. They 
have mounted an eight-month-old campaign 
of assassinations and bombings against Kho- 
meini loyalitsts. 

In a speech to a group of devotes, Kho- 
meini called his opponents “childish” and 
said, “These people are deviates who cause 
mischief here and abroad. They are very silly. 
They have lost their minds. This is why they 
devise such childish plots. Anywhere they 
wish to plot, they will have the people's care- 
ful eyes watching them ... day and night.” 

Tehran radio also announced Saturday the 
komitehs. or revolutionary police, will be 
placed under the jurisduction of the ministry 
of interior. The komitehs mushroomed in the 
first few days after the 1979 Islamic revolu- 
tion in the absense of a regular police force. 

Former Prime Minister Mehdi Bazargan, 
Khomeini's first premier, who resigned in 
protest against the taking of the U.S. 
Embassy in Tehran, often criticized the 
komitehs and called them a “government 
within a government.” 

This was seen by Iran watchers as a sign 
that the Tehran government was trying to 
harness the komitehs' wide-ranging powers. - 
In the past, Iranians criticized the komitehs 
for their arbitrary arrests and house-break- 
ins.

former Spanish territory. 

The reports said Polisario units had made a 
dozen sorties against Moroccan positions in 
the territory and in Southern Morocco bet- 
ween the end of March and the first week of 
April. The Moroccans suffered major casual- 
ties and damage, the front claimed. 

Zia has no regrets 
on execution of Bhutto 

LONDON, April 11 (AFP) — Pakistani 
President Muhammad Zia UI-Haq said he 
did not regret his failure to pardon his pre- 
decessor Zulfikar AJi Bhutto, who was exe- 
cuted for murder in 1979, The Sunday Teh - 
graph newspaper has reported in an inter- 
view. 

Gen. Zia told The Telegraph: “Bhutto was 
convicted after a fair trial followed by sup- 
reme court appeal derisions which nobody 
interfered with.” The general added “had he 
been acquitted, I would have been the first to 
shake his hand as an innocent man.” 

On the topics. Gen. Zia said the Soviet 
Union had invited him to sign an “Asian col- 
lective security pact”, backed by Moscow, 
but that he had refused. “We will fight if 
attacked and if 85 million Pakistanis cannot 
defend their country, nobody can,” he said. 

Gen. Zia also said be did not believe that 
the recent Soviet proposals to settle Si no- 
Soviet border differences would succeed.

Egyptians feel skeptical of Israelis 


CAIRO, April U (AP) ■*— Three years 
after Egypt and Israel signed a peace treaty, 
most Egyptians say they are committed to 
peace but pessimistic about prospects for a . 
broader settlement. They" -are wary of 
embracing the Israelis. 

“Peace was the best thing Sadat ever did.' 
Now we are concerned about living our lives 
and feeding our families,” said Hamed 
Hamoudi, 60, a bus driver and father of eight 
who fought in the 1 948 war against the Zion- 
ists. 

His comment was typical of dozens of 
Egyptians informally interviewed in recent . 
days. There are no public opinion polls here, 
but even government opponents, who speak 
only if guaranteed anonymity, see ho alterna- 
tive to peace. 

But many ace skeptical about what will 
occur after April 25, when Israel, withdraws 
from the last third of the Smai peninsula.

’• More Arabs died yesterday when an Israeli soldier opened 
fire, pointblank on defenseless worshippers in the Aqsa Mos- 
que, third holiest place in Islam after Makkab and Madinah. A 
few weeks ago more Arabs died because they resisted Israeli 
occupation of their country, the West Bank. They had lost the 
East Bank to the Zionist state in 1948. 

. These will not be the last Arab martyrs. More will have to 
sacrifice themselves in order to keep the fire of patriotism 
burning but it is the pathetic state of inter-Arab relations that 
-is weakening the Arabs of Palestine, both in the East or West 
Banks. For, let's face it, the Arabs today are in a bad shape. 
The Lebanese are divided. The Syrians are practically fighting 
the Iraqis and watching their own forces pinned down in 
Lebanon. 1 The Iraqis have wasted their army in the Gulf war. 
Egypt has quit and other Arab states are in no better position 
to challenge the Israelis. 

But when an Israeli diplomat is assassinated in Paris, Israel 
mobilizes a whole army to invade South Lebanon in an 
attempt to liquidate the Palestinian refugees there. The dip- 
lomat could have been killed by anybody, including a jilted 
girlfriend, and not, by necessity, a Palestinian who had seen 
his entire nation sacked, killed, expelled and humiliated. 

Unlike the Arabs, Israel has the power to mount such 
operations and kill and destroy at will. The Arabs are busy 
fighting and undermining the economies and resources of 
each other. They cannot simply hit back when they are hurt by 
Israel. When an Israeli set fire to the Aqsa mosque in 1975, 
the Arabs and Muslims did nothing. They held a summit 
conference and condemned the sacrilege but that was about 
all. 

This leaves the poor defenseless people of the West Bank 
practically alone to fend for themselves. The West does not 
recognize that they have a legitimate resistance movement 
going. They will keep saying that the Palestinians must be 
consulted in any eventual settlement. The Americans say the 
building of Jewish settlements in the West Bank is simply 
“unhelpful”, but they will not help. It is really in the end up to 
the Palestinians themselves to rise and make the occupation a 
costly affair for the Israelis. They alone can do it and they will 
be standing alone, most of the time.

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Falklands invasion presents Reagan with dilemma

WASHINGTON — 

An enormous gust of goodwill toward the British 
swept round the United States last week after Pre- 
mier Margaret Thatcher's tough response to the 
invasion of the Falklands. 

At last, the man on the sidewalk was saying, 
someone has shown determination to protect 
national honor and fight for the flag. Behind that 
sentiment lurks the frustration of a superpower 
which may have the capability to destroy the world, 
but in practice cannot flex its muscles to resolve 
even the smallest of local difficulties. 

Comparisons are being made between Mrs. 
Thatcher’s decisive action and the long ordeal of the 
Iranian hostages. The popular anger in Britain is 
fully understood by people who fumed im potently 
for 18 months while their diplomats were humili- 
ated. 

.. .The washed-out" Brits” have suddenly been trasr 
formed into “our oldest all/’, and what might have 
been mocked as a neocolonial adventure is being 
praised as gritty determination. 

All of which might lead one to believe that Presi- 
dent Ronald Reagan would gave little difficulty 
making up his mind over which side to support 
when faced with a choice between a government 
that has backed him consistently and a country 
ruled by a military dictatorship which enjoys the 
worst human rights record in Latin America. 

Certainly the United States backed Britain's 
U.N. resolution calling for the immediate with- 
drawal of Argentine forces, and certainly Reagan 
pleaded in vain for the Argentines not to attack, but 
beyond that the president* s reticence is that of a 
man sorely embarrassed by what he sees as a prag- 
matic rather than a moral dilemma. It is as if the 
high fence that surrounds the White House had 
been diverted to run through the Oval Office and 
that Reagan has left his desk to sit astride it. 

“It is,” he declared boldy, speaking to reporters 
in that very Oval Office, a “very difficult situation 
for the United States because we are friends with 
both of the countries engaged in this dispute. We 
stand ready to do anything we can to help them, and 
what we hope for, and would like to help in doing, is 
.have a peaceful resolution of this with no forceful 
action or bloodshed.” 

With that unexceptional statement Reagan 
rested his case, and his administration officials have 
taken due note. The Pentagon spoke of not taking 
sides between friends, and U.S. officials were 
reported as “working behind the scenes to prevent a 
clash that could have serious consequences for 


American policy by forcing the administration to 
choose sides.” 

Whatever the normal popularity of the British in 
the United States, one would have to make a very 
long journey to find anyone with a good word to say 
about the Argentines. Not only are they supposed 


to sustain an evil regime, but they are also close 
trading partners with the Soviet Union: Argentina 
is the country that torpedoed Cartel’s grain 
embargo against the Russians- at the time of the 
invasion of Afghanistan by supplying the grain the 
Americans had cut off. 


Dispute raises dangerous issues

The Falkland Islands may be small, underpopu- 
lated and remote, but foe issues raised by the 
conflict over, their possession are transcendent,, 
immediate and dangerous. At one level, what is at 
stake is approximately 6,000 craggy square miles 
(an area slightly larger than Connecticut) in the 
remote Southwest Atlantic and a chunk of conti- 
nental shelf that may contain ofl. 

At a more profound level, the dispute raises 
questions, the answers to which may determine 
whether mankind survives by wit and discretion or 
extinguishes itself in a fit of pique. 

The first issue is basic to human rights and 
peace: May a population be transferred from one 
“ownei” to another against its will, like a baseball 
player? On this, the United Nations Charter and 
Internationa] Law are absolutely clear. Self- 
determination is a basic right of all peoples and a 
cornerstone of friendly relations among nations. 
The charter does not say that colonies or colonials 
may not choose to remain that way, provided they 
do so freely. 

In its challenge to Britain, Argentina is not the 
first country to assert a right of “historic title” to a 
territory taken from it a century or two ago. 

There are only about 1 ,800 people living in the 
Falklands. Does that make a difference? Nowhere 
in the U.N. Charter, Or in International Law gen- 
erally, is the right of self-determination limited to 
large populations. Logically, such a line is virtually 
impossible to draw. What about Djibouti (popula- 
tion 65,000), St. Vincent (90,000), the Seychelles 
(50,000) or Belize (120,000)? All these former 
colonies have freely determined their future by 
choosing independence. 


In only two instances has self-determination of 
a population been denied — one beingthe case of 
Spanish Sahara, the other East Timor, a former 
Portuguese colony annexed by Indonesia, also in 
1975. In both cases, there has been severe fighting 
and bloodshed ever since. ' ? ■ ■

Will EEC reactivate Middle East initiative?

The already uneasy relations between Israel and 
the ten EEC member states have not been 
improved by rumors that the Begin government is 
planning to formally annex the territory of the West 
Bank as it recently annexed the Golan Heights. 

This latest development has come at a time when 
new moves were being made by the ten’s foreign 
ministers to look for some common ground on 
which to reopen a dialogue with the Israels, in the 
hopes of reactivating the peace process. With this in 
mind the president of the councD of ministers, Bel- 
gian Foreign Minister Leo Tindemans, has been 
planning to visit Israel as part of a fact-finding tour 
of the Middle East in the near future. 

Speaking after the last meeting of the council in 
Brussels, Tindemans said that the ministers were 
fearful that, after the recent spate of demonstra- 
tions and disturbances, this alleged statement by an 
Israeli minister could lead to a real explosion of 
violence in the West Bank. “There is no question 
that all EEC governments would be united in their 
opposition to such a move by the Israelis. However, 
this is as yet an unproved hypothesis,” be added. 

It was after this meeting that Tindemans 
announced that the Europeans were again engaged 
in preparing a new polity on the Middle East as a 
whole and were hoping, In consultation with all 
sides, to find a new role for the EEC in the search 
for peace. * 

The council of ministers has also had under con- 
side ration whether, and in what way, it needed to 
amend the European declaration on the Middle 
East made at the Venice summit in 1980. This has 
been taken to mean that the EEC is now ready to 
replace its support for Palestinian self-rule with 
outright support for the right of the Palestinians to 
an independent state of their own. 

It is understood that this point was put forward by 
French President Mitterrand during his recent offi- 
cial visit to Israel, much to the annoyance of 


Menahem Begin and members of his cabinet Mit- 
terrand would appear to be a new recruit to the 
Palestinian cause. 

Plans for a new Middle East initiative have been 
discussed by the EEC-Ten heads of government at 
their last summit meeting, but it was agreed that no 
further action would be taken until after withdrawal 
of Israeli forces from the Sinai on April 25. Signific- 
antly, the Palestine issue has been one of the few 
foreign policy matters upon which all tea Common 
Market governments have been in complete 
agreement 

There can be do doubt that all the EEC foreign 
ministers are firmly convinced that the U.S.-backed 
Camp David talks can go no further, because of 
Israeli intransigence and their unwillingness to con- 
sider anything other than granting the minimum of 
power to the Palestinians. After the Israeli with- 
drawal from Sinai it is believed that Egyptian Presi- 
dent Hosni Mubarak will join his Arab brothers and 
disengage from further U.S.-Israeli involvement. 

The EEC ministers’ renewed interest in the prob- 
lems of the Middle East is itself a reflection of the 
gradual change in (Western European public opin- 
ion over the Arab-Israeli dispute. In some measure 
this has been due to foe increased activity of Arab 
embassies and the Palestine Liberation Organiza- 
tion offices in European countries and because of 
events in the occupied West Bank. 

Alongside this the unstable and maniacal actions 
and policies of Begin including his vitriolic attacks 
on European leaders have all helped to add to foe 
dramatic move of opinion against Israel. This swing 
of opinion within the European Community has 
been responsible for the increasingde/octe recogni- 
tion of the PLO which now has representative 
offices in almost all of the Common Market capi- 
tals. The varying degrees of recognition range from 
full diplomatic status in Athens to public relations 
officers working with the assistance of other Arab 
envoys. 

The most recent violence and shooting of inno- 


cent civilians in the West Bank and Gaza Strip have 
brought into sharp focus for many Europeans the 
true depth of feeling and frustration of the ordinary 
Palestinians. For the past 15 years Israeli prop- 
agandists have been successful in putting over a 
false image to the world that a majority of people in 
the occupied territories were leading a happy life. 

The brutal events of recent weeks have exposed 
the truth of the Israeli military occupation for the 
cruel, oppressive tyranny that it really is. 

Because of these important changes in recent 
months the Venice declaration, which committed 
the EEC to foe demand for Palestinian' self- 
determination (including by implication the right to 
statehood) and the call for the PLO to be included 
in future talks on the peace-making process, is no 
longer the controversial document it was then. 
Former British Foreign Secretory Lord Carrington 
and the West German foreign minister, Hans- 
Dietrich Gensfoer, the authors of the plan, have 
argued that It is now substantially obsolete.’ 

It is expected that President Reagan during his 
forthcoming visit to Europe will be sounded out to 
lend his government’s support to the new proposals ' 

And although there is no love lost between U.S. 
Secretary of State Alexandar Haig, and a number of 
his European counterparts, it has been known for 
some time that he can see no further milage to be 
gained from the Camp David accords alter the* 
Israeli evacuation of Sinai. He would not be.' 
opposed to an attempt at a Euro- American 
approach to the problem. 

One of the main fears of some EEC leaders is that 

the Reagan administration has a tendency to view 
the Middle East as an East-West strategic battleg- 
round which has largely obscured the issue of jus- 
tice for the Palestinians. In the context of this - 
strategic battle the Palestinian issue has been 
pushed into the- background. It took Hmg 13 
months to appoint a special Middle East negotiator 
Richard Fairbanks. 

If Reagan can be persuaded to lend hxssupport to 


a joint approach with the Europeans there would be 
a much stronger chance that it would be accepted by 
the Israelis which, with the participation of the 
Palestinians in the negotiations, may provide a 
foundation for an eventual settlement.

| TOKYO. (LAT)— At the elbow bend of 
Oie Sumida, the river that flows through 
okyo' s eastern flank, lies a neighborhood 
ailed ‘‘The Garden of a Hundred Flowers'* 
here Sadamitsu Ishii lives with his wife 
$ nd two teen-age sons. 

; Ishii. a history buff, says that In the days 
pf the country' sSamurai rulers the area was 
fhe haunt of some of Japan's most cele- 
brated men of letters. It was also one of the 
city's flourishing entertainment districts 
where the warrior elite and rich townsmen 
thronged the teahouses. - 
Today a little over a century later, the 
charm of that bygone era has vanished and 
Ishii" s neighborhood is a warren of over- 
crowded, tawdry apartment blocks and 
ramshackle houses that may fit more the 
fpreign visitor's image of a slum district in a 
farge American city th.an.4he capital of this 
economic superpower of 117 million peo- 
ple. ' 

j According to a recent government sur- 
vey. 38 percent of those poDed expressed . 
strong dissatisfaction with their accommo- 
lations and a larger number griped about 
he shoddy quality of construction and lack 
>f space, sunlight and greenery. 

Today, in a country where the overall 
luality of life is among the world's highest, 
he average family of four lives in only three 
ooms. covering an area of roughly 700 
square feet, or about the sire of an Ameri- 
can efficiency. 

The housing crunch has touched off an 
outcry among a growing number of Japan- 
ese who complain that the government in 
the postwar period has pursued policies that 
have pumped the country's rapidly 
accumulating wealth into the expansion and 
upgrading Of industry atthe expense of bet- 
ter homes. ■■ 

: Meanwhile, critics in the United States 
and Western Europe have charged that 
Japan has -piled op devastating surpluses 
with its major trading partners while its 
leadership has allowed most Japanese to 
live in what even the Japanese now-self- 
mockingly refer to as “rabbit hutches.” 
Japanese in the densely populated urban 
centers put up with housing conditions that 
are among the worst -in the industrialized 
world.- . 

Viewed from the outside,” said Ishii. 45, 
whose yearly income' of SI 8,000 qualifies 
him as’ a member of Japan’s burgeoning 
middle 'class. “Japan is an economic giant. 


scrimped and saved to pursue the postwar 
dream of owning their own homes. At only 
about 8 Vi percent commercial mortgage 
rates here are almost ridiculously low com- 
pared to those in the United States. But the 
dream has become an increasingly imposs- 
ible one in the face of skyrocketing land and 
construction costs that have nearly quadru- 
pled over the past decade. 

In Tokyo, by most standards the world's 
most expensive city, buying a home remains 
an outrageously expensive proposition. A 
square foot of land in one of the city's bustl- 
ing commercial districts may sell for SI ,500 
and a small, cheaply built home in the 
suburbs cost upward of $ 1 60,000 or nearly 
eight tiroes the average worker's yearly 
earnings. A modest. Western-style home 
that. approaches American suburban stan- 
dards may cany a price tag of $750,000 or 
more. 

Imheface of strong and mounting trade 
complaints, editorials in the Japanese press 
have recently suggested that the govern- 
ment embark on a belated program to 
spend, significantly more official funds to 
enhance housing and public recreational 
facilities.. ‘ 

In theoiy at least, this would help boost 
Japan's slumping domestic economy and 
relieve some of the pressure on exports as 
the major prop for business activity here. 
Hampered by huge budgetary deficits, 
however, Tokyo has committed itself to a 
new fiscal austerity drive and has resisted 
pressure to expand government-sponsored 
housing subsidies. 

In 19814 a decline in workers' real 
incomes and escalating construction costs 
resulted in only I J2 million new housing 
starts, the lowest in nearly 15 years. Naoki 
Nagao, an executive at Toku Real Estate 
Co., illustrated the dour outlook in the 
industry , here by pointing to the 20,000 
newly built condominium apartments in 
Tokyo alone which are now vacant, he said, 
largely because no one can afford to buy 
them. 

In Japan, a string of volcanic islands with 
a land area roughly the combined size of 
Virginia and the Carolina*, living space has 
always been tight because of the rugged 
mountains and rocky terrain that make only 
about a quarter of the country fit for human 
habitation. 

In recent years, the government has step- 
ped in to free more land for residential use 
in such swarming cities as Tokyo by razing 
urban areas to encourage the relocation of

property when they think the value will only 
climb in the future." 

Another recent survey Indicates that 
nearly two-thirds of all Japanese 
households now own their homes. Bur as 
the costs have soared, many younger 
Japanese have given up on putting money 
aside to buy homes. Instead, they have 
begun to fritter away an increasingly larger 
portion of the country's traditionally high 
rate of savings on clothes, cars, entertain- 
ment and travel. 

Step into tabu's manshon. or “mansion", 
as the Japanese euphemistically refer to the 
typical steei-and-concrete apartment build- 
ing here, and you will find three tiny, pin- 
neat rooms, covering an area 18 feet by 18 
feet. 

In an alcove near the entrance is a narrow 
kitchen counter with a two-burner hotplate 
where Mrs. Ishii does the cooking for her 
family of four. There is a color television, a 
miniature washing machine and ref- 
rigerator and a host of other high-quality 
Japanese consumer gadgets crammed into 
the apartment that gives it the appearance 
of cramped living quarters on a space sta- 
tion. 

There is no central heating or air condi- 
tioning and no closet space to speak of. Now 
that her two teen-age sons arc getting big- 
ger, Mrs. Ishii said, “I get the feeling that 
we’re constantly bumping into each other.” 

Mr. Ishii, who rents the apartment for a 
little over $300 a month, said, "we've 
already given up on owning our own home. 
Even if we could buy a new condominium it 
would cost at least $1 00.000 and we'd only 
have one more room. Who wants to -buy a 
hunk of concrete anyway?” 

Ishii considers himself luckv. though.

because it takes him only five minutes to 
walk to work, an almost unheard-of luxury 
in a city where the average one-way com- 
muting time on the highly efficient train and 
subway lines that crisscross Tokyo is more 
than an hour. 

Last year, Takashi Akino, 39, moved his 
family of four into a new $120,000, two- 
story house he had built in a booming bed- 
room community a 90-minute train ride 
from central Tokyo. Spacious by Japanese 
standards, the house has a floor space of 
1.500 square feet with three small bed- 
rooms upstairs, a living-dining area and a 
tatami-mat downstairs and a tasteful, pos- 
tage stamp-sized garden. 

Yoko. Akino's wife, said, “building a 
house was our biggest dream and we never 
thought we could afford it at our age." They 
were able to manage it. she said, because 
her husband, a bank employee, qualified for 
a nearly interest-free loan from his emp- 
loyer. 

But the deal had its drawbacks. Shortly 
after their dream home was completed. 

Akino was transferred to a bank branch in a 
small town 4 x fc hours away where he lives in 
a tiny company apartment. The family 
budget allows him to come home only one 
weekend a month because of the high train 
fare. 

Now the Akinos dream of the day. maybe 
in a few years, when he will be reassigned to 
an area within daily commuting distance. 

“We had to think of the kids,” Mrs. Akino 
said, “because it's not good for them to 
move around so much.” 

Domestic dilemmas like this one are 
common in Japan's increasingly mobile soc- 
• iety. where the strong traditions of the fam- 
ily have begun to break down.

WASHINGTON (WP) — I was in my 
bunk when the Fust torpedo hit/ It was May 
20, 1 942, aboard the freighter S.S. Lord Cal 
rert in the Caribbean. Before the sound of the 
explosion faded, I had pulled on a pair of 
dungarees, grabbed a T-Shirt and headed 
barefooted for my battle station. The general 
alarm sounded os a second torpedo took 
away our stern, demolishing the ship's prop- 
ellers. the afterdeck gun and her crew. We lay 
dead in the water as a third torpedo blew a 
giant hole amidships. 

Wc had beep hit by a German U-boat — 
the kind depicted in the new, acclaimed fihn 
Das Boot. As the movie testifies, life aboard a 
sub is fraughr with peril and fear. I can testify 
to-' this myself,' having served most of World 
War II aboard a sumbarine in the South 
Pacific. 

"Rig ship for dive” is the order that seals 
you off from the world. Hatches are secured 
and it is the last rime you will see rhe outside 
foi' a month oir more. On watch, you remain 
tense at your station; alert for danger — an 
enemy sub, a floating mine — that will 
require a deeper dive. The feeling of utter 
solitude though there is no place to be by 
yourself, the unrelenting sense of danger, 
bring the crew together. As time passes, ever 
so slowly, you become pale, drawn, weak, 
tense. Armed with torpedoes, you can snuff 
out life quickly, brutally; Or you can be snuf- 
fed out. You wonder when the ordeal will 
end; bow it will end. 

; "When' Mr by an enemy sab, as we were on 
the Cdterr4 you did one thing — you moved. 
Everyone rushed to his battle station. You 
wanted to return fire, but you didn't know 
where. You fought, the feeling of helpless- 
ness, terror. After the third explosion on the 
Cohort . abandon ship was sounded. 

. There was atifeboat gboot 50 yards away. I 
Stroked out for her ahd was helped aboard. 
Drenched, 1 found a seat on the outside. 
Wondering, worrying, we searched for other 
survivors. 

The Cohort, only her upper decks now out 
of water, gave off a loud, deep rumbling 
death rattle and sunk below the surface. The 
wide deep woosh of her undertow socked the 
scattered debris down with her. 

Only the steady low groan of a wounded 
seaman and the soft lapping of waves touch- 
ing the sides 6f the lifeboat broke the quiet 
' Arid then... /" 

j 'At, our first sighting it could' have been 
about a half mile away. Her black and dufl- 
slp^e gray bow poked through the surface 
fromner hiding place beneath the sea. Low in 
the.. prater, mean-looking!, rusted in places, 
she moved toward us like a tired sea monster 
stalking her prey ' for the k.QL 

As' they came closer, we could see that, 
from the captain on the bridge to the sailors 
on deck, they were young, pale- looking from 
long months, under the sea,, barefooted, 
naked fo the waist, their dungarees faded and 
won*. They stood frozen. legs spread .wide . 
against the roU of the (feck. They were hold- 
ing long automatic weapons, pointed at us. 


Their captain was bearded. We pulled 
alongside, barely touching the round-bellied 
hull just beneath the surface. In heavily 
accented English their captain ashed “Is your 
captain aboard?” 

Our captain identified himself, the name of 
the ship and home port He answered ques- 
tions about the cargo, tonnage and ship’s des- 
tination, which has been Cape Town, South 
Africa, and later on up to Fort Said. 

There was a hurried conference on the 
U-boat's bridge. 

Now h would come, I thought. Screaming 
bullets. Could I duck low enough? Jumbled 
thoughts. 

The U-boat's captain spoke again. “I'm 
sorry, gentlemen, that we bad to meet under 
these circumstances. But it is war. Maybe 
another time, another place.** 

He signaled for us to fewer our hands and 
the sailors on deck relaxed. The tension was 
broken. 

He asked if we bad a compass, and enough 
supplies, and verified our course to find land. 
He gave an order and her engines kicked on. 
She moved slowly away to a tiny silhouette in 
the distance. 

We rigged a small rail and, combined with 
rowing and the help of a slight wind, we 
moved slowly in a direction where we hoped 
to find land. 

Sharks folfewedcfese to the lifeboat during 
the hot days and freezing nights. Our rations 
were two caps of warm water a day and two 
hard sea biscuits. ... 

Toward evening of the third day, land was 
sighted but .we lay offshore for the night for 


fear of dashing against the reef in the dark. 
We landed early in the morning on a small 
offshore island where suspicious villagers 
stood at a distance and stared. Some of the 
men held rifles, their fingers on the triggers. 

But toward dusk, two lean, darkly tanned 
U.S- soldiers rode into town on horseback 
from a coastal battery somewhere and iden- 
tified us as American survivors. Hostility dis- 
appeared and the natives shared a meal of 
fish heads and rice. That night we sat in an 
open cantina, listening to music from a crystal 
set. 

Back in the States, I went on 30-day survi- 
val leave, then reported for shore duty in East 
Boston. I was assigned to a funeral detail. 
Following that, duty on an offshore patrol 
craft, a painted-over former Gloucester fish- 
ing boat did not satisfy my dreams of action. 
While ashoTe in Key West one night, I ran 
into a home-town buddy who wore twin dol- 
phins on his sleeve — the symbol of a sub- 
mariner, he told me. Except for the U-boat, I 
had no idea what a submarine was. He took 
me to his; it was cramped, but he talked of 
action. He also said there was a 50 percent 
bonus in your paycheck. I put in for a transfer 
to submarines. My acceptance came through 
a week later. 

Shortly I was serving fa the South Pacific, 
waging war against the Japanese. 

The patrols were long and dull until 
contact was made. Then we could strike. 
Then came the fear. Fear of discovery. It 
came during the depth-charge attacks against 
us, in the eeriness of the duQ lights from the 
battle lanterns, the severe heat and lack of 


oxygen, feeling the closeness to death at each 
ear-splitting explosion. Then dead silence. 
Then up above , the sound of churning propel- 
lers — chug, chug, chug, chug — the enemy 
searching us out, coming closer. Often, we 
were passed by. 

Once we sank a Japanese ship with two 
well-placed torpedo hits. Now it was the 
escort's turn to come after us. Our motors 
would kick ahead softly as we sought a lower 
depth. It could go on for hours, this game, all 
in dead silence, with oxygen so low a cigarette 
couldn't be kept burning, the intense heat 
reaching 100 degrees or more. We’d sit in our 
skivvies only, and waited. 

We'd hear the chng-chugging again, 
louder, closer, the clack of the depth charge. 
Then, blam. blam. The vibrations would 
shake a bulb from a socket. You'd make a 
quick move to caich it before it crashed to the 
deck. No luck. Would they hear it? The voice, 
quiet on the speaker system, would intone, 
"damage-control crew to forward torpedo 
room.” In some insane way, the parapher- 
nalia carried by the damage control men woul 
seem funny: A canvas bag filled with corks 
and a wooden mallet to plug up the holes. 

Only the guys in the control room knew 
what was going on, how deep we were. Mere 
thoughts could paralyze you: the thought of a 
rivet loosened in the hull and blown out like a 
pistol shot — the pressure from a stream of 
water could put a hole right through a man. 

How many escorts up there, you won- 
dered. Subs had surfaced to fight it out with 
one and found a second lying still in the 
water, waiting to move in for a kill. 


Under ‘ awards’ imagery, 
debts plague Hollywood

LOS ANGELES (LOS) — Behind the 
cheers, tears and self-congratulatory rites of 
the annual academy awards show lay a very 
different story. Hollywood, the dream fac- 
tory, is reeling from a year of costly flops, 
management turmoil, labor unrest, dwindl tag 
profits from network television and huge 
studio losses in fihn production. Executives 
are loath to admit it, but of the 80-odd films 
released by major studios last year, about 10 
have turned a profit. 

For many movie people at hist week's 
overblown, overlong Oscar ritual, the 
triumph of Britain's Chariots of Fire , made 
for a modest $5 million, was the final insult of 
a year devoid of fond memories. 

“When I came to Hollywood, long ago.” 
said former Warners producer Steve Greene, 
“People told stories of pizza palace waiters 
who rose to be ace producers with homes in 
the Hollywood hills. From the Hollywood 
hills today, the pizza business looks real good. 
Td open a place myself if I had the money.”

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Sun-dried food packets 
limit vegetable losses

DACCA (Depthuews) — Bangladesh 
produces about 2.5 million tons of 25 major 
'varieties of vegetables and about 1.3 million 
tons of 13 kinds of fruits every year. Along 
the hoar (vast lake) in the northeastern dis- 
r trict of Sylhet, to Mymensing in the north- 
west, down the shallow coastal waters of the 
Bay of Bengal, fishermen also dry about 
■ 25,000 tons of Fish every year. They dry their 
catch — worth more than 500 million taka 
(about S27 million) — under the sun. 

Because of the lack of proper preservation 
facilities, most of these perishable goods are 
lost through spoilage or infection dring 
exposed sun-drying. 

The Bangladesh Agriculture Research 
Council (BARC) estimates that about one- 
third of the country’s total potato production 
of 300,000 tons worth 600 million taka ($32 
million) is wasted each year. About 1.3 mil- 
. lion tons of vegetables are also wasted each 
year. 

. In the traditional method of sun-drying 
fish, experts say about 25 percent of the 
catches are easily wasted. The problem is sure 


to increase with the expected three million 
tons of Fish production from 1980-85. 

While there are about 90 cold storage 
plants (with total preservation capacity of 
100,000 tons) in the country, most are pri- 
vately owned. Because of inadequate 
facilities, prices of some commodities have 
risen. For instance, early last year, one kali 
(about four big mangoes) were sold at 80-1 00 
taka ($4-$5). Ten years back, it would have 
cost 16-20 taka (86cents-$l). 

To alleviate the problems of food preserva- 
tion, the Food Science and Technology Divi- 
sion of the Bangladesh Council of Scientific 
and Industrial Research (BCS1R) has 
devised a solar drying method which can 
replace traditional drying. At the same time, 
the Bangladesh Small and Cottage Industries 
Corporation (BSCIC) is encouraging establ- 
ishment of modem fruit canning and preser- 
vation units on a small scale. 

Dr. K.M. Quddusur Rahman of BCSIR 
said that sun-dried seasonal fruits and veget- 
ables can be preserved in simple plastic bags 
for about a year with their food value unaf- 
fected. September to March is the ideal

ible to insect infection, dust contamination, 
color changes, pest attacks, and excessive loss 
of vitamins as well as flavor. 

While fast processing is necessary for per- 
ishable goods, researchers also insist that 
processing must progress step- by step to 
retain food value. For instance, before sun- 
drying, peeled and sliced fruits and veget- 
ables are blanched, or cooked in steam or hot 
water for 4-5 minutes. Blanchingde activates 
enzymes responsible for undesirable color 
and flavor when .dried products are stored. 

After blanching, sulphuring is also 
required to check browning and blackening. 
Sulphur dioxide helps retain up to half of the 
original Vitamin c content of fruits, for 
instance, and more than 60 percent of the 
B -carotene in the dried product. 

Dr. Rahman says that solar-dried and pro- 
cessed fruits and vegetables are comparable 
in quality and price to fresh ones. In fact, he 
said, canned, bottled or frozen foods are 
much costlier. So much so that sun-dried food 
packets can even help feed millions during 
emergencies. 

Bangladesh is also eyeing the establish- 
ment of modern canning plants but on a samll 
scale. Most Dacca -based fruit processing 
units, for instance, use manual methods 
which can hardly meet growing market ' 
demands. Already, the BSCIC is encouraging 
potential entrepreneurs to invest in semi- 
mechanized fruit processing. 

According to BSCIC estimates, a semi- 
mechanized unit would cost about $12,000 
with a production capacity of 1,000 pounds 
per day. The solar-drying plant can be set up 
at about $4,500 and by non-technical per- 
sons. 

The BSCIC offers 90 percent long-term 
credit and technical assistance. And officials 
say that while several units have already been 
established, investors are also increasingly 
becoming responsive. 


World teeters on brink 
of environmental crisis

WASHINGTON (Depthnews) The 
world is on the edge of an environmental 
crisis that is undermining the global 
economy. Regardless of the level of 
development or the type of government, 
policy-makers everywhere are having diffi- 
culty formulating economic programs that 
work. The reason is the changing relation- 
ship between ourselvevoow numbering 4.4- 
billion, and the environment and resources 
supporting us. 

The basic biological systems — forests, 
grassla n ds, fisheries and croplands — that 
supply our food and many of the raw mater- 
ials for industry are deteriorating in much of 
the world. Failure to recognize and respect 
the carrying capacity of these environmen- 
tal support systems is leading to economic 
stresses that may become unmanageable. 
Deforestation, for instance, is reducing 
firewood and lumber supplies, driving the 
cost of cooking fuel upward in Third World 
villages, and the cost- of housing upward 
everywhere. - 

Environmental crises are not new. 
Archeological sites on every continent are 
littered with the remains of civilizations 
unable to cope with environmental degra- 
dation. The difference today is the rate and 
scale: pressures that once accumulated over 
centuries, or even miHenia, are now com- 
pressed into decades. - - 

During the growth-dominated third 
quarter of this century, the world became 
accustomed to short-term rates of growth, 
neglecting the longer term effects. Few 
stopped to calculate, for instance, that a 3 
percent annual rate of population growth 
leads to a 19-fold increase in a century. It is 
now clear that between 1960 and 1976 — as 
world population went from three billion to 
four billion — human demands began to 
outstrip the sustainable -yield of the basic 
biological systems that support the global 
economy. 

The amount of wood harvested per per- 
son worldwide peaked in 1964, for exam- 
ple. Since then, it has Men some 11 per- 
cent By the late 4 60sandearly‘70, overfish- 
ing was contributing to the collapse of some 
of the world’s most important fishing sites, 
ranging from the haddock fishery in the 
North Atlantic to the primary anchovy area 
off western Latin America. 

The impact of the global economic slow- 
down will be greatest in countries where 
population growth is most rapid. A fall in 
the economic growth rate to 2 percent per 
year does not pose any problem in Sweden 
(where incomes will still rise by some 2 per- 
cent per year), but will wreak havoc in 
Pakistan (where population is stQl expand- 
ing by 3 percent or more per year). 


The population growth in store for some 
countries is phenomenal* India is projected 
to add nearly another billion people to its 
1980 population before stabilizing at 1.64 
bUUon. Bangladesh and Pakistan are 
expected to increase from their current 89 
million and 82 million, respectively, to 314 
million and 332 minion. If all these projec- 
tions hold true, the Indian subcontinent 
would be home to 2.3 billion people — 
more than the entire world papulation of 
1940. 

The keys to meeting the timetable tat 
China and India. China, whose population 
accounts for one-third of the developing 
• world, already has a birth rate of 1 8. India’s 
1980 birth rate was estimated to be 34'per 
- thousand. Combined then, India and China 
-have a 1980 birth rate of 24, already weD 
below the target of 26 for 1990. 

Together with- industrial countries — 
which should have a stationary population 
by the 2000 — world population growth 
rate would reach 1.1 percent by 1990. StiU, 
much remains to be done: 

Protecting the Cropland — The soil ero- 
sion which undermined agricultural produc- 
tion in many countries importing from the 
U.S. and Canada today threatens productiv- 
ity in the North American breadbasket 
itself. U:S. Department of Agriculture data 
show 34 percent of the U.S. is losing topsoil 
so fast that the Soil Conservation Service 
recommends 17 million acres be converted 
to grassland or woodland. 

Croplands are also threatened by the 
conversion of agricultural lands to other 
uses. In Southern China, factories are being 
built on land that for generations yielded 
two rice harvests annually. Careful land-use 
planning and restrictions is needed, like in 
Japan, the only country with comprehen- 
sive zoning nationwide. To day; its 1 27 mil- 
lion people mummed on a land smaller than 
California, Japan manages to produce an 
exportable suiplus of rice, the national food 
staple. 

Reforesting the Earth Each year, all 
users of wood products in one form or 
another, increase by the equivalent of the 
population of Mexico and Central America 
■combined. And each year, the land in forest 
shrinks ty an area the size of Hungary. With 
about 40 percent of the world's population 
using wood as primary fuel, surveys made in 
Tanzania, Thailand and elsewhere show vil- 
lage firewood consumption ranging from 
one to two tons per person annually. 

Recycling Throwaways — The energy 
required to recycle aluminum is only 4 per- 
cent of that required to produce it from 
bauxite, the original raw material. Recycl- 
ing materials thus increases an economy’s 
energy efficiency, as well as solving waste 
disposal problems. » ,

Fate of vanishing American remains a mystery 


CAMERON HIGHLANDS, Malaysia, 
April 1 1 ( AP) — The fate of a flamboyant 
American known as the "Silk King of Thai- 
land" remains as much a mystery today as it 
was the day he vanished IS years ago. Jtm 
Thompson, who had introduced Thai silk to 
the world, disappeared from this mountain 
resort on March 26, 1967, while on a holi- 
day with friends. He was declared legally 
dead in 1974. 

The disappearance of the erstwhile intel- 
ligence operative, antique collector and 
businessman attracted international atten- 
tion. 

Theories about what happened range 
from the sinister to the bizarre: Some said 
he was kidnapped by business rivals or polit- 
ical foes. Others suggested he defected to 
China or went off on a secret mission. Still 
others said he might have been carried away 
by aborgines. 

The incident inspired at least two books, 
several TV documentaries and countless 
newspaper articles. Even before his disap- 
V^earance, two days before his 61st birthday. 


Thompson's life had the makings of legend. 

After graduating from Princeton in 1 92S. 
he worked as an architect in New York 
before entering the Office of Strategic Ser- 
vices (OSS), the World War 1! forerunner 
of the Central Intelligence Agency. Accord- 
ing to published accounts, he parachuted 
into the jungles of Thailand during the 
Japanese occupation, reaching Bangkok 
just after the surrender in August 1943. 

He went into business in Thailand alter 
the war, first helping to revive Bangkok’s 
famed Oriental Hotel and later organizing 
the Thai Silk Company. 

Thompson taught weavers to produce 
brightly patterned silks under strict stan- 
dards. for foreign buyers. He filled his uni- 
que home on the banks of a Bangkok canal 
with ancient stone statues, Chinese por- 
celains and a priceless sixth-century 
Buddha. It remains one of the city’s chief 
tourist attractions. 

The last persons known to have seen 
Thompson alive were his hosts. Dr. and 
Mrs. T.G. Ling of Singapore, and another 


house guest They told police that they 
assumed he left “Moonlight Cottage" for a 
stroll. 

The Tourist Association warns visitors 
not to walk alone in the jungle, which is full 
of steep ravines, tigers and hill tribesmen, 
some of whom carry poison darts. Aborigi- 
nal guides, Malaysian troops and U.S. 
Army helicopters then based in Thailand 
searched for 10 days without turning up any 
trace of Thompson. Unofficial search par- 
ties combed the area for months. 

Local witch doctors, called Bomohsu, 
and foreign clairvoyants and mystics were 
consulted. The Thai silk company offered a 
$10,000 reward, which it later increased to 
525.000 for information leading to Thomp- 
son’s recovery. 

Some who know the terrain say Thomp- 
son could have been killed in a fall and his 
body hidden in the thick undergrowth. 
Others suggested he was devoured by a 
tiger. Unconfirmed reports of strange cars 
with Thai license plates in the area that day 
sparked rumors that the silk king was kid- 


napped for ransom or for political or busi- 
ness reasons. 

Thompson was described as being in 
good spirits on the day he vanished, a 
somewhat absent-minded man in reason- 
able health except for gallstones. He called 
a small container of pills he carried for gall- 
stone attacks his “jungle box." It was left 
behind along with his cigarettes and lighter. 
Tire Lings returned to Moonlight Cottage 
recently as puzzled as ever about the mys- 
tery. 

“It was his third visit to our cottage," 
Mrs. Ling said in a recent interview in Sing- 
apore. "He knew the jungle and he would 
never have gone without his jungle box. 
This business of his being lost in the jungle is 
nonsense. Even if a tiger got him, there 
would have been remains such as a watch or 
shoes. Other experts agree with B. Richard 
Noone, British veteran of the area, who 
went into the jungle and spent several days 
talking with aborigines about Thompson. 

“ 1 am fully convinced that Mr. Thompson 
is nor lost in the jungle,” Noone said. . 


Thach visit criticized

PEKING, April 1 1 (Agencies)— The New 
China News Agency Sunday for the first time, 
indirectly criticized the current visit to Paris 
by Vietnamese Foreign Minister Nguyen Co 
Thach, by citing complaints that France was 
tacitly condoning aggression by Hanoi in 
Cambodia. 

‘In a dispatch from Paris, the official Chin- 
ese news agency (NCNA) quoted French 
press reaction and said that Thach’s trip last 
week- the first to the West by a Hanoi official 
since Vietnam's 1979 invasion of Cambodia 
(Kampuchea) — necessarily had “political 
implications." 

“ Hanoi is trying to get out of the isolation it 
was landed in by its invasion of Kampuchea, 
while Paris wants to regain a foothold in A- 


sia," NCNA said, citing the French daily La 
Croix. 


r The agency also cited the reaction of the 
Khmer People's National Liberation Front, 
an anti-communist group headed by former 
Cambodia Prime Minister Son Sann and 
opposed to the Heng Samrin regime in 
Phnom Penh. It quoted the group as saying 
that Thach's reception in Paris amounted to a 
“premium on aggression" that could only 
strengthen Hanoi’s hand at the expense of its 
"victim," Cambodia.

Japanese integrate into Paris fashion world 


PARIS. April 1 1 (AFP) — Half a dozen 
Japanese designers, including a woman, 
have gradually integrated into the exclusive 
French fashion world over the past 1 0 years, 
through sheer hard work and talent. 

The most famous are Kenzo. Issey 
Miyake, Kimijana, and Yamomoto Kansai, 
while the woman, Hanae Mori, has estab- 
lished heisclf in the so-cullcd “golden fash- 
ion triangle" between Christian Dior and 
Yves St. Laurent on the Avenue Mon- 
taigne. 

Japanese designers still look on Paris as 
the center of world fashion. Japan's textile 
Irade review Sen Ken, in a 1981 poll 
amongst 500 students at Japanese stylist 
schools, found that they still regarded Paris 
as the world fashion capital, ahead of New 
York and Milan. . 

The majority of young Japanese desig- 
ners have only one aim — to work in Paris, 
^They represent a good third of the students 


at schools operated by the Japanese Fash- 
ion Guild. They become assistants to lead- 
ing Japanese designers before starting out 
on their own as Kenzo did 12 years ago. 

Some arrive here with their own collec- 
tion of Japanese styles and make plenty of 
noise to attract attention. Others, like Issey 
Miyake, work quietly but their brilliance 
soon attracts admiration. 

Miyake's dresses have been chosen by 
Cultural Affairs Minister Jack Lang to be 
included in a Paris fashion museum collec- 
tion. Other Japanese have opened bouti- 
ques in the French capital's new trade 
forum and shopping center < :n the site of the 
former Lcs Halles market. AH have disting- 
uished themselves among their celebrated 
Parisian colleagues, byltheir professional- 
ism, perseverance and talent-.- 

Hanae Mori, who designed for the 
Japanese film world, discovered Paris and 
French fashions m 1962. But she only man- 


aged to open her own fashion house in 
1977, and today employs 45 — most of 
them French. Kimijana has just scored a 
personal success with his winter collection, 
shown with 40 other collections in the 
Louvre Gardens. 

The celebrated couturier, Kenzo Takada 
— better known as Kenzo — dreams of 
abandoning fashion for the cinema. Last 
year he made a “film-poem” called Dream 
After Dream, but in view of its limited suc- 
cesss he has continued designing. 

His new collection is a meld of Eastern 
and Western tastes — kimonos and kilts and 
bright colors like red. yellow and turquoise 
blue. He is perhaps the best known Japan- 
ese designer, famous for his wide smile and 
huge tortoise-shell spectacles. 

The established names may not be alone 
for long. Each year, a new Japanese 
designer comes to Paris to try out his for- 
tune. >

Two of them are 
alleged to have taken part hi the fighting at 
the airport, the remaining four being accused 
of aiding “persons unknown” to mount the 
raid. 


GLASGOW, Scotland. April 11 (AP) — 
Thousands of anti-nuclcar demonstrators 
marched through Glasgow to protest the Brit- 
ish government’s decision to buy the new 
U.S. D-5 Trident nuclear missile system. 

It was one of the biggest demonstrations of 
its kind ever seen in Scotland, with organizers 
claiming 15,000 persons turned out for the 
march Saturday. The Trident missile- 
carrying submarines would be based near 
Glasgow. 

Other demonstrations against nuclear 
weapons were held in London, where an 
estimated 2,000 persons marched, and 14 
other British towns and citizens. 

The marches were organized by the Cam- 
paign for Nuclear Disarmament (CN1), the 
opposition Labor Party — which seeks Brit- 
ish unilateral nuclear disarmament — and 
other groups. The CND plans demonstra- 
tions during the- upcoming visit to Britain by 
U.S. President Ronald Reagan. 

The marches were reported by police to be 
orderly. But Ian Leitch, chairman of the 
Scottish campaign against Trident, said some 
protesters are planning “direct action involv- 
ing civil disobedience" against the setting up 
of the Trident base. 

Saturday's demonstrators carried banners 
reading “Invest in life not death" and “We 
need trident like a hole in the head.” The D-5 
Tridents are intended to replace Britain’s 
aging Polaris nuclear submarine deterrent. 
The estimated cost of the new system is 7.5 
billion pounds (S13.1 billion). 

The Trident 2 system would not come into 
service until the mid-1990s and would last 
until 2020, Defense Secretary John Nott said 
earlier this year..The missiles would be made 
in the United States.

Russians attempting 
difficult Everest face 

KATHMANDU. April H (Rj— A Soviet 
expedition climbing Mount Everest has 
pitched a high altitude camp at 7.850 meters 
after battling fierce winds and heavy snow, 
the Nepalese Tourism Ministry said Sunday. 

The Russians, making their first attempt on 
a Himalayan peak, plan to set up two more 
camps during the next two or three weeks 
before making an attempt on the 8.848- 
meter summit in mid-May. The Soviet clim- 
bers are battling their way up the steep and 
technically difficult southwest face of Ever- 
est 

The Chinese Embassy is closely watching 
the climb because the route will later take the 
Russians along a border ridge which straddles 
Nepal's northern frontier with China. The 
Russians arc under Nepalese instructions not 
to step on or cross the ridge into China. . 
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Thach visit to Paris, refraining from any 
direct criticism of the French government for 
seeing Vietnam's chief diplomat. 

But NCNA recently warned other coun- 
tries against thinking that they might be able 
to "neutralize” Vietnam by Granting it aid. 
Observers said the warning was aimed par- 
ticularly at France. Most major Chinese 
newspapers also have published in recent 
days the protest lodged against France by the 
ousted Khmer Rouge regime, whose princi- 
pal ally is Peking. 

From Paris Thach is expected to go to 
Stockholm Monday on a two-day official visit 
to Sweden, a country whose traditional high 
levels of aid to Hanoi have been reduced 
regularly in recent years. Thach is slated to 
devote much of his time to talks with Swedish 
government officials and aid program direc- 
tors, although he will be received by King 
Carl XVI Gustav and Prime Minister Thorb- 
joern FaeDdin. 

The Vietnamese foreign minister wDI meet 
twice with his Swedish counterpart, Ola Ull- 
sten, and twice with directors of aid programs 
to developing countries. Official sources said 
the discussions will focus on the international 
situation, particularly in Southeast Aisa. the 
continuation of Swedish aid to Vietnam, and 
human rights. 

Meanwhile, in tbe ongoing exchange of 
charges and counter-charges, China accused 
Vietnam Sunday of firing on Chinese vehicles 
near the Yunnan border, killing a militia 
officer. 

The official Xinhua news agency said Viet- 
namese troops opened fire last Friday on the 
Honghe Highway near the border. It said a 
deputy director of the militia in Hekou Yao 
county was fatally wounded and a bank 
worker was injured. A truck and car were 
damaged. China said frontier guards 
returned fire and helped people to move out 
of the danger zone. • 


Bid to defame 
French secret 


service seen 


PARIS. April 1 1 ( AP) — Top French offi- 
cials are concerned about attempts to dis- 
credit the French secret service and disrupt its 
relations with U.S. intelligence agencies, the 
Socialist daily Le Matin said Saturday. 

The paper which has close links with the 
ruling Socialist Party, said recurrent rumors 
that President Francois Mitterrand is suffer- 
ing from a serious illness were also aimed at 
“destabilization.” Mitterrand was given a 
clean bill of health in a recent medical 
check-up and the results were made public. 

The paper said rumors had been spread 
that Francois de Grossouvre. a top member 
of Mitterrand's staff who supervises France’s 
two secret service agencies, had been relieved 
of much of his responsibilities. It said that on 
the contrary, De Grossouvre had been goven 
increased powers. The newspaper cited, no 
sources but the story dearly came from 
sources at the presidential Elysee Palace. 

Working closely with its new chief, Pierre 
Marion, De Grossouvre was said to have 
reorganized the external secret service, the 
Delegation General de la Security Exterieure 
(DGSE). The newspaper also said he had 
“partiy” resolved a long-standing rivalry bet- 
ween the foreign service and the Direction de 
la Surveillance du Tenitoire (DST), the 
domestic counterespionage organization. 

Le Matin said telephone callers claiming to 
be on De Grossouvre' s line had asked 
Defense Ministry officials for secret informa- 
tion. It said tbe calls appeared to be“test rims 
for a system that could one day serve for a 
real attempt at destabilization.” 

It said U.S. military and intelligence offi- 
cials were starting to worry about the rumors 
and were concerned that leaks might develop 
in the French intelligence system, with which 
they have excellent ties.

Syria shuts off Iraq’s oil flow 


BEIRUT, April. 11 (R) — Syria has shut 
down pipelines carrying Iraqi crude oil. to the 
I Medhirraoeatu cutting Iraq’s oil exports by 
half at a time when it is reported to ■ be suffer- 
ing setbacks in its war with Iran. 

The action Saturday came two days after 
Syria, which has supported Iran in the Gulf 
war, announced it was closing its border with 
Iraq, blocking off important routes for non- 
military supplies to Baghdad. 

Syrian officials, who announced closure of 
the pipelines, gave no reason for the move. 
But Syria explained the border closure as a 
measure to stop sabotage from Iraqi territ- 
ory. Iraq has denied the charge. 

Last month, as Ir anian forces launched a 
major offensive in the 28-montb-old Gulf 
war, Syrian Foreign Minister Abdul Halim. 
Kb add am visited Tehran and signed agree- 
ments boosting economic cooperation bet- 
ween Syria and Iran. 

Under one of the agreements, Iran was to 
seD Syria 1 75,000 barrels per day (bpd) of oil. 
guaranteeing Damascus an alternative to the 
crude supplied by Iraq through the pipelines. 

Most of this went for export from ter min als 
at Baniyas on the Syrian coast and Tripoli m 
Lebanon. But some was piped off for proces- 
sing in a Syrian refinery at Baniyas. Industry 
sources said before the closure that Iraqi o3 
exports were running at one million bpd, 
down from more than three million before 
the war. 

Foreign Exchange Rates 
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Closure of the pipelines across Syria leaves 
Iraq with only one way to export its oil, 
through a pipeline to the Mediterranean 
coast ofTurkey. Iraq's main export terminals 
on the Gulf have long been closed by the war. 

Syria and Iraq are ruled by rival wings of 
the Baath Socialist Party and have been at 
loggerheads for more than a decade. But rela- 
tions have been particularly bitter since the 
Gulf war broke out. For the last month, Syria 
has mounted a propaganda campaign accus- 
ing Iraq of sending saboteurs into Syria. Iraq 
has denied the Syrian charges. A foreign 
ministry spokesman said: “Syrian pretexts 
for closing the border are unfounded, and 
based on lies and distortions.” 

In Baghdad, Iraq Sunday denounced Syria's 
. decision to halt the oil flow, describing tbe 


measure as a ’mean action’ that would affect 
the economies of Syria and Lebanon. Oil 
Minister Tayeh Abdul Karim said: “Thus, 
with such a mean action, the Syrian regime 
has fully uncovered its treacherous nature by 
such an action which adversely affects the 
economic interests of the Syrian people and 
the Lebanese people." He accused Syria of 
concluding an open alliance with Iran. 

Reacting angrily to the border closure and 
shutdown of the pipelines, Baghdad news- 
papers branded the Damascus government as 
Zionist agents who had constantly tried to put 
spokes in the wheel of the revolution." 

Meanwhile, Syria said it was closing 
the border with Iraq Saturday night, although 
trucks entering Iraq after crossing Syria in 
transit would have until Thursday to return.

the office of East-West policy and planning in 
the Department of Commerce and was 
released by Rep. Henry S. Reuss, 
Democrat -Wisconsin, chairman of the joint 
economic committee of Congress. It was writ- 
ten after the imposition of martial law but 
most of the research was conducted 
beforehand. 

"Poland's economic catastrophe has been 
building over the decade of the 1970s;" 
Reuss said. "Solidarity's political crisis which 
emerged in 1980 and 1981 was a result — not 
a cause — of Poland’s economic crisis.” 

The report said Poland's economic prob- 
lems originated with the hope that moderniz- 
ing its industry with money borrowed abroad 
would enable it to repay its debts. At the 
same time, the country's Communist rulers 
tried to raise personal incomes and provide 
more goods for consumers. 

This worked well at first, but the program 
was hurt by bottlenecks and mismanage- 
ment, the report said. Recession in the West 
cut down sales of what new goods were 
produced at a time when Poland was 
experiencing poor crops and having to import 
more food, it said. 

Depending on both private and govern- 
ment financing in the United States, Poland 
had to greatly increase its imports of Ameri- 
can farm products to S593 million last year. 
The sanctions imposed by President Reagan 
have cut off this credit. 

Before martial law, the Polish government 
was trying to help things by delaying debt 
repayments, outline in economic reforms and 
plans for “stabilization." the report said. 


CAIRO, April 11 (R) — Egyptian Presi- 
dent Hosni Mubarak Sunday urged Arab and ‘ 
foreign investors in Egypt to contribute 
toward the country’s industrial and agricul- 
tural development and promised them assis- 
tance and guarantees for their operations. 

Mubarak, speaking in a ceremony marking 
Industry Day, said he wanted banks working 
in Egypt to "direct a large portion of their 
investments at industrial and agricultural 
projects instead of excessive emphasis on 
commercial activities." 

President Mubarak was reflecting growing 
concern here over the role of foreign banks in 
Egypt said to be almost entirely given to pro- 
jects that yield quick profits. 

"Instructions were given to all concerned 
government bodies to extend assistance and 
guarantees to Arab and foreign investors 
operating in Egypt," Mubarak said. 

Since taking over from his predecessor 
Anwar Sadat last October, President 
Mubarak has made clear on various occasions 
that improving his country’s economy was his 
first priority. 

Sri Lanka plans 
to hike oil hunt 

COLOMBO. April 11 (AFP) — Sri 
Lanka, which invited foreign firms for off- 
shore oil explorations, has now turned to the 
United Nations Development Program 
(UNDP) for help to fund a more extensive 
search, it was reported Sunday. 

The exploration division of the Ceylon Pet- 
roleum Corporation had requested the 
UNDP s enerev fund to help finance a recon- 
naissance seismic . survey up to the limits of the 
200-mile economic zone, the government- 
owned SundayTimes said. 

While Sri Lanka is continuing its efforts to 
strike offshore oil, particularly after India's 
recent discoveries, some of the foreign firms 
which explored here have, meanwhile, been 
unsuccessful in their searches. 

Cities Serivces Company of Houston, 
Texas. lyhich spent $6.6 million on an 
exploratory well in the Gulf of Mannar, bet- 
ween Sri Lanka and India, abandoned the 
well last December as it was diy, tbe Sunday 
Times stated.

EEC curbs may hit Argentina hard 


BRUSSELS, April li (R) — Britain's 
campaign to drive Argentina from the Falk- 
land Islands by isolating it diplomatically and 
economically has won powerful backing from 
its nine European Economic Community 
(EEC) partners. 

But a total ban on Argentine imports agr- 
eed Saturday is unlikely ro deflect Britain's 
resolve to use force if necessary to win back 
its occupied colony, diplomatic sources said. 

The embargo, which could come into effect 
Wednesday, is the toughest trade move in the 
25-year history of the community. The sour- 
ces said it is intended as a sign of the EEC's 
strong wish for a peaceful solution to the 
Falklands dispute, which could erupt into 
armed confrontation after a British threat to 
fire on any Argentine ships in a 2 00- mile war 
zone around the islands from Monday. 

Announcing their decision Saturday and a 
ban on arms ’sales to Buenos Aires, the 20 
backed a United Nations Security Council 
resolution which called for end to hostilities, 
the immediate withdrawal of Argentine tro- 
ops and the pursuit of a diplomatic solution.

Sweden talks peace, promotes arms sales 


STOCKHOLM. April 1 1 (AP) — Hard- 
selling Swedish armament makers have put 
this country among the top 10 arms mer- 
chants in the world, even as the government 
regularly denounces the international trade 
in weaponry. 

"Sweden makes its contribution toward 
world peace by taking an active part, in 
efforts for disarmament," Foreign Minister 
Ola Ullsten declared in parliament recently. 
In the same speech, he sternly reprimanded 
the superpowers for the international arms 
race. 

As be spoke. Swedish longshoremen 
were loading guns from the Bofors weapons 
makers onto ships for delivery to dozens of 
countries on five continents, many in the 
turbulent Third World. 

Production and sale of advanced arms, 
ranging from recoflless rifles to complete 
air-defense systems, top-rated torpedo 
boats and jet fighters, have given Sweden, 
population 8 million, an almost unique posi- 
tion among small nations in the interna- 
tional arms trade. 

In principle there is a ban on export of 
arms from Sweden, and a special govern- 
ment agency must approve and license each 
sale. The law also requires certification that 
the arms will be used only for the purchas- 
ing nation's defense and not re-exported. 

Lisbon to raise 
interest rates 

LISBON, April 11 (AP) — Officials at 
Portugal finance ministry confirmed earlier 
reports that interest rates would rise one to 
two percent within the next two weeks. 

The officials, who refused to be identified, 
told the Associated Press the ministry is put- 
ting the finishing touches on measures to 
raise all rates, including the Bank of Por- 
tugal's discount rate, which will go up from 1 8 
percent to 1 9 or 20 percenL 
Ninety-day loans will yield 20*to 23 per- 
cent, while rates on five-year loans will be 
upped to 22 to 25 percent. 

Portugal's currency, the escudo, has been 
dropping steadily against the dollar for over 
two years, depreciating approximately 22 
percent since the beginning of 1 981 . The offi- 
cials said the government hoped the new 
measures will ease this downward trend 
against the dollar. 

Along with the higher rates, the Bank of 
Portugal will continue to set credit ceilings on 
commercial bank lending. The escudo will 
continue to devalue monthly between 0.6 
percent and 0.9 percent on the crawling peg. 

The escudo stood at 71.363-709 to the 
U.S. dollar on Thursday exchange, the final 
figure before tbe start of the weekend holi- 
days. 

Japan wins $23 0m 
Mexican contract 

TOKYO. April 11 (AP) — Japan's Mit- 
subishi Heavy Industries has received an 
order from Mexico for a power generating 
plant worth 57 billion yen (S230 million), the 
firm’s spokesman has said. 

Under a contract signed last month, the 
coal-powered thermal plant with a generat- 
ing capacity of 350,000 kilowatts will be built 
in northern Mexico near Monterey, the 
spokesman said. 

The spokesman said tbe Japan's largest 1 II. 
heavy machinery manufacturer will make a 
25 million-yen (S10I million) subcontract 
with a Mexican company, Serrey, whose 15 
percent share is held by Mitsubishi, to help 
Mexico's industrial development programs.

Malaysia used Swedish gunboats to 
keep Indochinese boat refugees from its 
shores as Stockholm publicly proclaimed its 
agony over their plight. 


Sweden sold its last cruiser to Chile 
shortly before military officers toppled Sal- 
vador Allende in 1973. Bofors guns arm 
naval ships of Iran, Turkey and even South 
Africa, the blackest sheep of the world 
community in the Swedish government's 
eyes. 

Employing close to 40,000 in scores of 
companies, Sweden's arms industry has 
more than doubled its exports in five years, 
despite reserving 80 percent of its output 
for the domestic defense. Estimates of last 
year’s foreign arms sales total almost 2 bil- 
lion kroner ($350 million), or less than 1.5 
percent of Sweden’s total exports. Except 
for an overall volume figure, the govern- 
ment keeps details secret 

The official argument for exporting arms 
at all is that Sweden needs longer produc- 
tion lines to support a domestic industry 
vital to its own defense forces. Also, Swe- 
den officially exports mostly defensive 
weapons to a strictly limited clientele. 

Yet Swedish arms, from small guns to 
Mach-2 Saab Viggeo fighters, are adver- 
tized and exhibited at fairs and in interna- 
tional anus-trade magazines. 

Bofors is the mainstay of the country's 
armories since its famous 40mm anti- 
aircraft gun was introduced in the 1930s 
and helped the allies in World War IL, 


China weighs price of ‘open door’ 


PEKING, April 11 (AP) — As Chinese 
leaders look for foreign investment and 
know-how to pour through the nation's 
newly opened door, they are encountering 
arguments from some who believe China is 
easier to ran with the door closed. 

Amid efforts . to instill what are seen as 
proper Socialist behavior, fervor and ideals 
inthe nation's - one billion people, these critics 
see open door as an opening to fashions, lifes- 
tyles, ideas, music, books and producer that 
distract.at... least some Chinese. 

Through h, they apparently are arguing, 
about smu gg lers, people who might offer 
bribes and other temptations to go astray, 
and spies and other people who ask too many 
questions. 

EEC , L. America 
ties reviewed 

BONN, April 1 1 (AFP) — The Economic 
Research Institute of West Berlin (DIW) said 
that the difficult economic and trade relations 
between the Common Market and Latin 
American nations probably cannot be 
improved in a fundamental way, and the 
anticipated EEC membership of Spain and 
Portugal will add to the existing difficulties. 

Despite the traditional links of Latin 
American countries with Spain, such rela- 
tionships are much weaker than those bet- 
ween France and its former colonies or within 
the British Commonwealth, the institute said. 
The EEC has so far refused to consider any 
form of “special status” for the Latin Ameri- 
can countries. Hence Latin America will feel 
especially the negative effects of EEC expan- 
sion to take in Portugal and Spain. 

U will have an unfavorable position on the 
Spanish and Portuguese markets compared 
with EEC members, or countries associated 
with the EEC in various ways. In agriculture, 
increasing of EEC self-sufficiency by adding 
Spain and Portugal and limits on imports will 
disadvantage countries not enjoying prefe- 
rential EEC treatment. And the same thing is 
true in industry, in which protectionist ten- 
dencies are making headway m a number of 
domains, the institute says.

Even before 
this tournament and his unexpected win over 
the top seed here, Vilas, winner of the French 
and U.S. Opens in 1977, had shown tbisyear 
that he was again a player to be reckoned 
with, after two victories over American 
Jimmy Connors. 

Sunday he beat a man considered by many 
as the world No. I on day although the nor- 
mally unshakable Lendl looked QI at ease and 
was often caught out by the sheer weight of 
shot from Vilas. The 22-year-old Czech had 
already shown moments of unexpected 
weakness in some areas of his game against 
his semifinal opponent, France's Yannick 
Noah. The second-seeded Vilas quickly 
overwhelmed him in the first set but the

Bulnes — the tough, gentle defender 


TEGUCIGALPA, April 11 (R)— There's 
no room for charity in Fernando Bulnes' role 
as a full back with World Soccer Cup finalists 
Honduras. Forwards who have tangled with 
the chunky defender will vouch for the fact 
that he is a hard, uncompromising opponent- 

But away from soccer the strong man of the 
Honduran defense has an altogether gentler 
side to his character. Much of his leisure time 
is taken up in charity -work. After hurricane.. 
Fifi devastated the country's Caribbean boast 
in 1974, Bulnes spent several days in the 
area, taking part in the distribution of food 
and clothing to the homeless. 

Not surprisingly, the hard-working Bulnes 
is highly respected by his teammates. "He's 
an inspiration to us both on and off the field,” 
said Jose La Paz Herrera, the Honduran 
coach. Bulnes is also very popular with the 
soccer-mad Honduran public. Whenever he 
leaves his modest bouse in the center of 
Tegucigalpa, where he lives with his wife and 
three young daughters, he is besieged by fans. 

The trip to Spain this summer will be a 
fitting reward for Bulnes, who has played a 
major role in getting Honduras to the World 
Cup finals for the first time. He was the outs- 
tanding Honduran defender in the final 
round of matches in the North and Central - 


American and Caribbean (CONCACAF) 
qualifying group, which Honduras won with 
the loss of only one goal. Capped 28 times by 
his country ,‘Bulnes has helped his club side 
Olimpia to the First Division Championship 
five times. 

As well as being strong in the tackle, he is 
quick to cover his defensive teammates and 
equally quick to overlap down the wing which 
says a lot for the fitness of this 3 5 -year-old 
.'full back. 

Bulnes' runs down the middle may be few 
and far between because of the need to work 
hard in defense against the likes of hosts 
Spain and Yugoslavia in the opening round of 
the World Cup finals. But that won't bother 
him unduly. He thrives on keeping busy. 

Honduras have no illusions about their 
chances and hope only to avoid last place in 
their group. They also intend to do better 
than Caribbean neighbors El Salvador with 
whom they fought a four-day border war fol- 
lowing a loss to that country in a World Cup 
qualifying round in 1969. 

“We have got nothing to lose in Spain and I 
believe we will not be disgraced." one fan 
said in Tegucigalpa. “At least we'll do better 
than El Salvador," he added. Honduras and 
El Salvador, who displaced favored Mexico 


from second place, are the two qualifiers 
from the group which joins CONCACAF. 

“We did well to win the CONCACAF 
competition,'' another fan said,"But that was 
in our own backyard. To be realistic, we 
would like to avoid being last in whatever 
group we are in.” Most Hondurans agree 
‘their ream would be well beaten by any of the 
top five or six teams in Spain but say they 
might spring a surprise against some of the 
middle-rated squads. 

Three players who could catch the eye of 
the hordes of soccer coaches sure to be watch- 
ing in Spain are Allan Costly, Roberto 
Figueroa and Carlos Caballero. Costly, 26, is 
a tall commanding stopper who oversees the 
defense and strolls confidently about die 
pitch. He is excellent in the air and often 
ventures upfield for comers. 

Figueroa, also 26, is a talented forward 
who drifted around the opposition penalty 
area looking for openings. Caballero is a 
small, nippy 24-year-old winger who likes to 
run straight at defenses. But Honduras, after 
-a four-goal burst in their opening match, 
failed to find the net with any regularity in the 
qualifying competition. They are unlikely to 
be any more successful against European and 
South-American defenses. 


Spotlight will be on D’ Accord at Kentucky 


LEXINGTON, April 11 (LT) — Bert 
Firestone fed D' Accord a piece of pepper-, 
mint candy, then said: “If this horse is broken 
down, then I'd like to have all of my horses 
broken down like him." .. 

If the remark sounds a bit -defensive it is 
because, as the Kentucky Derby nears, both 
Firestone and his horse are, in a sense, on 
trial. Firestone, who with his wife Diana 
operates one of the nation’s larger and more 
successful racing stables, last fall fired his 
trainer of 10 years, the esteemed Leroy Jol- 
ley, and took over the job himself. Some will 
judge the success — or folly — of his bold 
move by how D' Accord fares May 1 at Chur- 
chill Downs. 

D' Accord, a fashionably bred son of Sec- 
retariat out of Fanfreluch, won three of four 
races as a 2-year-old. But this year be has 
been second and fourth in two starts. Not bad 
for most horses, but since D' Accord was con- 
sidered Derby timber, there are rumors. 
These are the most prevalent: The horse ran 
in the Fountain of Youth Stakes at Gulf- 
stream Park with a bump on his leg, hence 
finished a dull fourth. Firestone brought him 
to Keeneland rather than use the New York 
route to the Derby because in Kentucky 
horses can run on medication, whereas in 
New York no medication is permitted. 

Tf D’ Accord is a question mark, so is Fires- 
tone. For an owner to double as trainer is 
common at tracks such as Commodore 
Downs or Waterford Park, but in the big 
leagues of racing it is as rare as -eating peas 
with a knife. So rare, in fact, that in the 107 


years of the Kentucky Derby only one man, 
T JR.. Hayes in 1913, has bred, owned and 
trained a winner. Hayes' Bonerail, longest' 
price in Derby history, $184.90 for $2. 

Only eight times has a Derby winner been 
just owned and trained by the same man, the 
last being in 1904. But although Firestone, 
with D’ Accord, may be flirting with history, 
that is not what drives the man. 

“I know about Hayes," Firestone said out- 
side his barn 14 at Keeneland recently, “Buz 
the only reason I'm doing this is because it 
might be more fun both owning and training a 
Derby winner. I don't tike to lose any race, let 
alone the Derby, but D' Accord could make 
this one something real special. But even if I 
don’t win, at least I'm having some fun try- 
ing.” 

Firestone's idea of fun is living in a modest 
hotel room here, going what appears to be a 
cbuple of days a week without shaving, and 
commuting three or four times a week to bis 
home, office and farm in Waterford, Va. 
Commuting for Firestone should not be con- 
fused with strap-hanging. At Blue Grass 
Field near Keeneland, be boards a seven- 
passenger Falcon 10 jet, which travels at 600 
mph., and takes him to Lessburg. Va., an 
airport near Waterford. 

The jet beats commuting by car, but des- 
pite the amenities of health, being an owner- 
trainer is a taxing grind. Firestone's day at 
Keeneland starts around 6 a.m., and he per- 
sonally inspects all of his 20 horses in train- 
ing. quietly giving instructions to assorted 
grooms and Marvin Green, who manages

ANGISTA, Georgia, April II (AP) — 
Craig Stadler, ambushed by a double bogey 
earlier, birdied his last three boles for a 
5-under-par 67 and took a 3-stroke com- 
mand Saturday in the third round of the 46th 
Masters Golf Tournament. 

Stadler, nicknamed “The Walrus,” comp- 
leted three trips over the flowered hills of the 
Augusta National Golf Gub Course with a 
21 1 total, 5 under par. And his closing burst 
— a 2,3,3 finish over some of golfs most 
demanding holes — put him in solid control. 

“WeD," said Jack Nicklaus. who watched 
on television as Stadler holed his last two 
birdie putts, “It looks as if his day has come. 
•‘He’s got the lead. Either he has to give it 
away or somebody has to take it away. I sure 
like his position better than anybody else's. 
He’s got the momentum.” 

But there's still 1 8 to go. and. heading into 
Sunday's final round, some of the game’s 
most honored names remained within strik- 
ing distance. Included in that group were 
Jerry Pate, Seve Ballesteros of Spain, Tom 
Weiskopf, Ray Floyd, Tom Watson and Nick- 
laus. 

Nicklaus finished with three consecutive 
3’s, but in the time it took him to get from the 
1 8th green to the press building, the deficit 
grew from 3 shots to 6. 

Also, there’s Jodie Mudd, a 21 -year-old 
amateur, who insists he has a chance to 
become the first non-pro to win perhaps the 
most revered of all the world’s golf odes. 

Ballesteros, the young Spaniard who won 
this title in 1980, and Pate, the happy-go- 
lucky guv who has a habit of leaping into 


lakes after his triumphs, shared second at 
214. three off the pace. 

Ballesteros. Europe's finest player and a 
former British Open champion, was conced- 
ing nothing. “There's a lot of pressure on the 
leader.” he said. “I think if s easier to come 
from behind than to win from in front.” 

Pate, winner of the prestigious tournament 
Players Championship last month, had a 67 in 
the mild, overcast weather and said, if he won 
here, he'd forego his aquatic act 

Weiskopf, a four-time runner-up but not a 
winner of the Masters, and floyd. a 39-year- 
old veteran who owns two major professional 
titles, were at 21 5, four behind. Weiskofjp had 
a 68. Floyd 69. 

Watson, the defending title-holder seeking 
a return to his position as the game's domin- 
ant figure tied with Bob Gilder at par 216. 
Gilder closed with a 66, the best round of the 
tournament. 

Long-hitting Dan Pohl. Curtis Strange and 
Nicklaus were next at 217. Pohl included 
consecutive eagles — a 3 on no. 13 and a 2 on 
no. 74 — in his round of 67. “1 don’t know if 
that’s a record, but I'll take it,” he said of the 
pair. 

Strange, who shared the second-round 
lead with Stadler, slipped to 73. Nicklaus. 
holder of a record 1 7 major professional titles 
and seeking a sixth Masters crown, had to 
birdie the last two holes for a 7 1 . Mudd was in 
the group at 218. 2 over par. 

While he was still close to the top, before 
Stadler pulled away. Mudd insisted he had a 
chance. “I know an amateur has never won 
the Masters and probably never will. But it 


can happen. I've played in some tour events 
and before lots of people before. Yes, I'm in 
contention to win the golf tournament.” 

But that comment was made some two 
hours before Stadler finished. The 28-year- 
old Stadler, who has dropped some 20 
pounds but still remains a portly figure, may 
have taken it out of reach. And he had to do it 
the hard way, fighting his way back from the 
discouraging effects of a double bqgey-7 on 
the second hole. 

■ TfiSt dropped him out of the lead and back 
into a . multiple-man struggle for control. 
Strange, Pate. Ballesteros and Weiskopf all 
led of shared tbe lead at one time until Sta- 
dler exerted his authority over the final nine 
holes. 

Stadler got himself in trouble on the second 
bole when he drove into the woods, rook 4 
shots to reach thegreen then 3-putted. But he 
hit irons inside of 2 feel on both the fifth and 
ninth and tapped in for the. birdies that got 
him back to even for the day, and back in the 
fight.

NEW DELHL April U (PTI) — Billiards, 
despite its restricted following, is about the 
only sport in which India’s place in the world 
appears secure. 

To a keen follower of the game, the per- 
formances of 44-year-old Michael Ferreira of 
Bombay and bis able deputy'. Subhash Agar- 
wal of the Railways, World Amateur No. 1 
and No. 3 respectively, leave no room for 
doubt about the country’s continued top posi- 
tion in the world arena. With more interna- 
tional exposure and maturity some of the 
younger players like Geet Sethi also can be 
depended upon to keep the country’s flag 
flying high. 

India will be led by Ferreira. now unchal- 
lenged king of the greenbaize, for quite a few 
years more. A disciple of the twice world 
champion, Wilson Jones, Ferreira has surpas- 
sed his “guru’VHe first became the World 
Amateur Billiards champion in 1977 at Mel- 
bourne, and again in 1981 at New Delhi, he 
was the leader in a field of top-notchers of the 
game gathered from all over the world. In 

1 977, he also claimed the World open title in 
the championship held at Christchurch in 
New Zealand. Apart from this, he has been 
the national champion on a number of occa- 
sions. 

The master that he is, this stockily built 
lawyer has as many as 12 world records to his 
credit and finds a place in the Guinness Book 
of Records. Has break of 1,149 under the 
“five pot” rule in the Calcutta Nationals in 

1978, is not an easy feat to surpass, and his 


run of 630 points under the “three pot" rule 
introduced later, is also a world record. 

Ferreira’s other record&are: highest aggre- 
gate in a two-hour session (1,943). highest in 
a four-hour session (3,202), highest two- 
hour session average, highest four-hour ses- 
sion average, two breaks of over 900 points in 
a match, ten century runs in a two-hour ses- 
sion and 1 6 centuries in a four-hour session, 
and three breaks of over 500 points in a 
match under the “three pot" rule. 

With this impressive collection of world 
records and his continued devotion to the 
game, one can be sure of Ferreira keeping the 
country's name in the forefront. He is a mas- 
ter of the top-of-tbe-table game and his 
“floating white” cannons are a delight to 
watch. For this, immense control over the 
balls is essential and this he undoubtedly has. 

Subhash Agarwal too is a player of high 
repute. He shot into prominence at the New 
Delhi International Meet in which he came 
up third. But those who saw him in the 
recently concluded Nationals at Madras got 
the impression that he was a trifle hasty m his 
approach. Instead of taking his time to plan 
his moves, he just started cueing the moment 
he approached the table. But this is not a 
serious flaw and be can be expected to correct 
himself with more experience. No one can 
deny he has the necessary potential to make 
bis mark on tbe world scene. 

But even more satisfying was the 
emergence of Geet Sethi, a 20-year-old stu- 
dent from Gujarat. This frail youth achieved 
the rare distinction of winning three of the 


four finals at Madras. Setbi has been India's 
best junior. He lifted the junior snooker title 
for the second time in succession. Then he 
went on to take the junior national billiards 
crown also for his fourth win in a row, taking 
1 his total wins to five. 

But the climax of his success came when 
Sethi won the senior national billiards title, 
making a clean sweep of his round robin 
league. He put into shade. Ferreira and later 
outplayed Agarwal with ruthless efficiency 
‘ on bis way to the title. His talent properly 
moulded, and with more and more match 
practice, he is sure to tread the path of champ- 
ions like Wilson Jones and Michael Ferreira 
in the international field. 

Youth in other countries also are making 
rapid strides, and India cannot hope to have 
easy passage through international competi- 
tions. There is no question, as Michael Fer- 
reira has stated, that the standard of billiards 
in the country is very high, and more and 
more youngsters are taking to the game and 
are makinggreat improvement. But it will not 
suffice if they practise in India alone. They 
must be exposed to international playing 
conditions and this means participation in 
tournaments abroad, where the tables are 
much faster because of the superfine doth 
used. 

But for increased participation abroad 
more funds are essential. The National Bfl- 
iiards and Snooker Federation is one of tbe 
many all-India sports bodies which are not 
happily placed as far as funds are concerned. 
Billiards has a restricted following and to 


raise the much-needed money by way of 
gates, etc., as in some of the money-spinning 
sports, is out of the question, though this 
game requires no less skill and hard and 
patient work. This obstacle can be sur- 
mounted only with the support of the 
Government. 


While the future of billiards is rosy, the 
same cannot be said of snooker. There is, of 
course, enough talent, but we are nowhere 
near the front-rankers in the world. As a 
veteran who had represented the country in 
many a world tournament pul it, the leading 
players in India now will have to improve at 
least by another 50 percent to make an 
impact on the world scene.

U.S. to pursue probe 
of Soviet toxic war 


BANGKOK, April Z Z (AP) — The United 
States plans to exert more pressure on the 
Soviet Union over its alleged use of chemical 
warfare by stepping up both its investigations 
and propaganda work among allies and 
neutrals who to date have shown little 
enthusiasm in condemning Moscow over the 
issue. 

This is the message of a team of U.S. 
experts on chemical and biological warfare 
currently on a month-long worldwide tour to 
gather more evidence — and to raise an out- 
cry — on the use of lethal chemical agents in 
Afghanistan, Cambodia and Laos. 

Washington alleges that more than 10,000 
persons at the very least have been killed in 
those three countries by Soviets or their 
Indochinese Communist allies employing a 
wide variety of deadly chemicals including 
one dubbed “yellow rain.” 

U.S. administration officials claim they 
now have “incontrovertible evidence" that 
the Soviets have opened a “Pandora's box of 
modem warfare.” Moscow consistently 
brands such charges as “dirty lies” manufac- 
tured by Washington as part of a “slander 
campaign.” Skeptics and critics call for more 
physical proof to back U.S. accusations which 
come at a time of Cold War-like Soviet- 
American relations. 

The eight-member team, led by U.S. State 
Department official Gary Crocker, tolcTa 
press briefing here last week the best possible 


propaganda weapon would be neutral 
nations, including those in the Third World, 
backing Washington's condemnation of 
Moscow. The team said it hoped American 
allies also would launch their own probes and 
that a special United Nations team investigat- 
ing the charges would speed up its work. 

The team said that to shore up its case, the 
United States would tiy to obtain more sam- 
ples of contaminated areas, conduct more 
blood tests and autopsies on victims and poss- 
ibly lay its hands on shells, rockets and other 
delivery systems for the chemical agents. 

The team traveled to the Thai-Laotian and 
Thai -Cambodian borders where they briefed 
doctors, refugee officials and others who 
come into contact with alleged victims on 
how best to question them to obtain refined, 
conclusive evidence of chemical attacks. 
Similar briefings were conducted in Pakistan, 
the team said. 

Both Pakistan, which adjoins Afghanistan, 
and Thailand, which shares hostile bound- 
aries with Laos and Cambodia, have expres- 
sed willingness to help the United States in 
the probe. 

Washington's latest report on the issue, 
released last month, charges the Soviets 
themselves wage chemical warfare in 
Afghanistan and supervise the use of 
Soviet-delivered chemical agents by Viet- 
namese and Laotian forces against various 
resistance groups. 


Party deputies rap Mauroy 


PARIS, April Z Z (AFP) — A wave of crim- 
inal violence and two recent attacks In France 
including the assassination of an Israeli- 
dtplomat and the bombing of the Paris- 
Toulouse Express train, have resulted in bit- 
ter criticisms of French Prime Minister Pierre 
Mauroy from his own Socialist deputies. 

However, the criticism stems not from the 
attacks, but rather from Mauroy's decision to 
delay the promised abrogation of the so- 
caleld “Peyrefitte law” in order to reassess 
the nation's entire security legislation. 

Named after Justice e Minister Alain 
Peyrefitte, the new legislation gave French 
police far wider powers of arrest, and its 
abrogation was a major plank in Socialist 
leader Francois Mitterrand’s presidential 
campaign in mid-1981. 

Mauroy sparked a storm of protest among 
the ruling leftist coalition in the National 
Assembly when he announced the delay last 
Wednesday: Socialist and Communist 
deputies have denounced the law as anti- 
democratic and repressive ever since it came 
into force last year during the presidency qf 
Valery Giscard d'Estaing. f - - 

Raymond Fomi (Socialist), president of 
the National Assembly Laws Committee, 
expressed regret that the premier bad bowed 


to public concern over increasing violence, as 
be had this would make the government lose 
its credibility. 

The premier was forced, on Thursday, to 
announce that he was planning to present to 
the National Assembly a far-ranging package 
deal incorporating measures “against all 
forms of violence,” as well as preventive 
steps. Peyrefitte, who claims that his law 
guarantees “security and liberty" to all law- 
abiding citizens, has ' praised the government 
for its "wisdom” in' . not moving immediately 
against his Taw. 

While Socialist deputies have shown 
extreme irritation. Communists have stated 
that they consider the delay is “reasonable" 
as they preferto see an overall security bluep- 
rint for the country tabled in the assembly. 
This incident is seen as one more proof that 
there is growing concern in the French Social- 
ist Party at not being consulted enough by the 
government on its plans. 

But observers pointed out that one reason 
for the premier’s delaying move was the feel- 
ing that the left’s poor showing at last month's 
cantonal elections was due to worry among 
voters over growing criminal violence, and 
the emergence of security as a major national 
issue. 
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Dacca expels 
Soviet staff 

DACCA, April 11 (AFP) - Two 
Soviet Embassy employees have been 
expelled from Bangladesh and sent back 
to Moscow, the daily Ittefaq reported 
Sunday. The paper said the two, named 
only as Lumvosky and Kirichuk, were 
expelled Thursday, a week after their 
detention by police on March 31 when 
found in a jungle near Joydevpur, about 
40 kms from the capital. 

No reason for the detention was given, 
but Ittefaq reported that the Soviet 
Embassy had said in a protest note to the 
Foreign Office in Dacca that the emp- 
loyees had gone to Joydevpur*to destroy 
500 rolls of old film.” Official sources con- 
firmed the incident but declined to com- 
ment. j 


Food gifts for refigees soofloo march 


sold in Somalia capital 


MOGADISHU, April 11 (AFP) — Tons 
of food supplied by foreign countries for ref- 
ugees in Somalia are being sold openly in 
Mogadishu, while in the refugee camps peo- 
ple complain of starvation. Fifty-kilo sacks of 
rice or floor dearly marked as gifts from 
France, Canada or West Germany are piled 
up in the back of shops or ont on market stalls 
in the Somali capital. They fetch 320 Somali 
shillings (around S30) each. 

In other stores were 2^>-kik> and 5-ltiJo tins 
of butter provided by Norway or the Euro- 
pean Econo true Community as food aid for 
' Somalis or Ethiopian refugees — on sale for 
100-150 shillings (J9-14). 

Complaints of food shortages in the camps 
of the Hiran region, several hundred kilome- 


Javanese flee volcano area 


JAKARTA, April 11 (Agencies) — The 
wave of refugees fleeing the Galunggung vol- 
cano grew Sunday, with more than 60,000 
West Javanese seeking shelter after eruptions 
that left nine persons dead and several villa- 
ges buried under a thick layer of ash. 

The town of Tasikmalaya, about 12 kms 
from the volcano, was packed with homeless 
villagers, the official Antara news agency 
said. Refugees also jammed public transpor- 
tation to the provindal capital of Bandung. 

Antara said the volcano was relatively calm 
Saturday, occasionally giving off white and 
black smoke. But the agency said the number 
of refugees appeared to have doubled from 
the original estimate of 31,000. It said villa- 
ges on the slopes of the volcano were covered 
by a layer of ash 40 centimeters thick. 

Eight of the nine persons killed since volc- 
anic activity was first reported last Monday 
died after a new eruption on Mount Jadi Thu- 
rsday, which followed a period of calm and 
caught many villagers returning to their 
homes. 
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Volcanologists gathered in Bandung this 
weekend to study the possible impact of the 
eruption on the seven volcanoes in the reg- 
ion, including Krakatau, which killed 36,000 
persons when it erupted in 1883. 

The director of the Bandung Institute of 
Volcanology, Idjat Sudradjat, conformed 
Saturday that the latest eruption caught exp- 
erts by surprise. But he said they were now 
setting up an observation station on Galung- 
gung. 

In Pichucalco, meanwhile, Mexican troops 
stepped up a bant Saturday for thousands of 
missing villagers from communities on the 
slopesof El Ctnnchonal volcano. Thevolcano 
erupted seven times since March 29, killing at 
least 21 persons, injuring 500 and leaving 
60,000 others homeless. 

Some 200 persons were found alive in a 
village near Pichucalco by an army patrol 
Wednesday, but some 4,800 villagers repor- 
ted trapped in other mountainside communit- 
ies had still not been found, military authorit- 
ies said.

Human rights commftsion officials say pri- 
vately, however, that the thefts have dro pped 
to a “reasonable” IqveL The officials also - 
stress the effic ie nc y of the U.S. aid organiza- 
tion “CARE”, rcspons&te since April 1981 
for the transport and distribution of food and 
medical supplies. 

Every 10 days, CARE distributes the food 
among several hundred thousand refugees. 
CARE 1 s mission begins in the portsof Moga- 
dishu and Berbers where the supplies from 
Europe and America are unloaded. The food 
is then sent via 22ft trucks to the 35 refugee 
camps in Somalia. 

But controls on distribution of the food 
within the camp are made difficult by.the fact 
that the refugees are free to enter and leave 
the camps, foreign.aad workers in the camps 
said. In addition, tfieteamps also contain peo- 
ple whom one would be hard pressed to cons- 
ider as refugees, various sources said. 

* Abdi Adat, a Somali refugee official resp- 
onsible for the Hiran region, told foreign jou- 
rnalists that fighters, from the Liberation 
Front of western Somalia who are fighting 
against Ethiopian troops in the Ogaden have

Also 
leading the March were Rome Communist 
Mayor Ugo Veterc, Radical Party General 
Secretary Marco Parmella and mainy figures 
from cultural, scientific and political circles 
throughout Europe. 

The demonstrators, canyingbluc balloons, 
olive branches and . banners, illustrating the 
march's theme, wound through the streets of 
Rome to St Peter's Square where they joined 
an estimated crowd of 500,000 to hear tbe 
Pope's message. 

Indians rectify 
fault in satellite 

NEW DELHI, April 11 (Agencies) — 
Scientists overcame a' major fault in India's 
new multipurpose communications satellite, 
Insat-IA, and have started maneuvers to put 
it into ah intermediate transfer ' orbit, the 
Press Trust of India reported Sunday. 

. The satellite, launched Saturday from 
Cape. Canaveral, Florida, could not be put 
into' the intermediate orbit Saturday because 
a motor failed to fire on command from the 
master ground control at Hassan in southern 
India. 

PTI said the problem was successfully 
Solved Sunday arid the motor was frred for 30 
minutes to put it into the imeimediate orbit. 
Thegfound control said it bad overcome a 
major hurdle. . , itl 

The next maneuver is expected to raise 
Insat-IA. to . its stationary orbit above the 
equator east of the Indian capital. 

The $142 mil)ion satellite will provide 
fong-distance telephone circuits, handle pic- 
ture and data transmission and link radio and ' 
television centers in India. The satellite is into. _ 
operation in May. Its expected operational
